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CHINA.—WHAT NEXT? 


A very colloquial phrase has recently been raised by a distin- 
guished writer of fiction to the dignity of a philosophical 
inquiry, He has sought to show that, in human affairs, when 


a man has attained a par- 
ticular thing which he has 
sought eagerly, dextrously, 
and persistently, the very 
important question arises, 
“What will he do with 
it?” The intelligence of 
the complete success of 
the allied forces against 
the Taku Forts raises pre- 
cisely this question, We 
have gained a victory— 
how will it be made to 
fructify ? We confess that, 
in considering the circum- 
stances of the hostilities 
in which our troops and 
those of France have been 
engaged, our first feeling 
is not one of absolute 
elation, Far be it from us 
toinsinuate in the slightest 
degree any depreciation of 


the manner in which the | 


expedition has been carried 
out and the brief campaign 
conducted, It is long since 
England has had to con- 
gratulate herself on wit- 
nessing such perfection of 
organisation in her military 
affairs as has characterised 
every department of that 
admirable army which has 
been sent to China, In 
every respect it seems as 
if it was such an one 
as our great chieftain 
would have pronounced 
as fit to do anything and 
go anywhere, In passing, 
we would express our grati- 
fication at finding that Sir 
Hope Grant displayed one 
of the qualities of general- 
ship which are essentially 
necessary in the difficult 
conduct of an allied army, 
each acting under its own 
commander, and depend- 
ing for the springs of 
common action on the 
proverbial distraction of 
councils of war, The 
English leader having 
formed an opinion as to 
the proper point of attack 
had the moral courage 
to adhere to it, and by 
the force of will over- 
came opposition and 
had his way, the result 
proving his calculations to 
be correct, Every officer 
and man did his duty with 
zeal and skill ; everything 
was in excellent working 
order, and victory was 
accompanied by all its 
requisites. | Nevertheless, 
there is something incon- 
gruous, something border- 
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ing on the ludicrous, in the accounts which tell us of the 
execution done by Armstrong guns on an enemy who opposed 
to the choicest weapons of precision in the hands of picked 
soldiers of Europe the clumsiest ordnance, and such things as 
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bows and arrows, 


To be sure, owing to the physical courage of 


the Tartar or Chinese soldiers who wielded such arms, a by no 
means insignificant amount of casualty occurred in the allied 


ranks, 
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But what we mean to indicate is, that there was 


no real military proportion 
between the troops en- 
gaged on either side, It 
was as the mace of Richard 
Coeur-de-Lion to a bare 
bodkin, 

But, whatever |its cha- 
racter, this sort of contest 
is not exactly that which 
it appears we are to con- 
tinue to have with the 
Chinese, It would beeasy 
enough to go on pounding 
with Milward’s and Barry’s 
batteries, and making every 
forty-ninth section of each 
Armstrong shell aceount 
for a dismembered China- 
man, Fane’s Horse and 
Probyn’s Sikh cavaliers 
may disperse clouds of 
Tartar cavalry, and every 
individual British or 
French bayoneteer may 
spit as many Mongolians 
as Orlando did Moors, 
But Chinese craftiness has 
already seen the useless- 
ness of a struggle in 
arms; and, if there beany- 
thing to be gathered from 
the accounts of the pro- 
ceedings after capture of 
the defences which stood 
between the allied army 
and Tien-Tsin, the old plan 
is about tobetried by these 
Asiatics, who really only 
appear subtle and inge- 
nious by the side of 
English diplomacy. There 
is little or no question that 
fighting on anything like 
an extended scale is over, 
We hear nothing of any 
intelligence having been 
received of further military 
obstacles, either in the 
shape of troops or forti- 
fied works, being interposed 
between the allied army 
and Pekin. If there are, 
no doubt they would be 
as promptly removed as 
has been the case with 
the Taku Forts. It would 
seem, however, that just 
because a military pro- 
menade, if it were nothing 
more, to the capital of the 
Celestial Empire is the 
most obvious course to be 
pursued, that it is just the 
very one that is not about 
to be adopted, It is per- 
haps ill to judge what may 
be the impressions of able 
and conscientious men on 
the spot ; but, after all, the 
idea that players do not see 
so much of the game as 
lookers-on is proverbially 
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@ rational one. There may be difficulties in the way of those 
who are intrusted with the transaction of affairs which the 
people of England expect to lead to a settlement of the Chinese 
question, But the farce of diplomacy is never more farcical than 


in China, and British Plenipotentiaries seem to delight to place | 


themselves in the situation of those lovers, who, despite of past 
experience of the coquetry of their mistresses, are always trasting 
and always being deceived. The system, which for want of a 
better word we will call Mandarinism, seems to be in full play 
once more and without any variation in its features; and we 
hear of Commissioner Hung, and on his being superseded, of his 
successor Fung, pattering away about satisfactory arrangements 
which are to be for ever unimpeachable, which are forged only in 
that laboratory of mendacity which occupies so great a part of 
the brain of the Chinese official, And the worst of it is that, 


as far as we can form an opinion, our diplomatic negotiator— | 


for we have heard little or nothing about Baron Gros, the 
French Plenipotentiary—is condescending to stop the advance 
of the army on such secondhand representations as he has 
received, 

If it were not that very serious considerations were involved 
it would be positively droll to contemplate the revelations made 
in the intercepted despatches of the Chinese functionaries, They 
are all based on the assumption that the invaders of their 
country are in the most Indicrous fear of any continuation of 
hostilities ; that the allied expedition is only a demonstration 
against the fortresses on the Peiho; and that they have 
neither the means nor the inclination for taking any 
further aggreasive action, The curious comments in these docu- 
ments on isolated opinions expressed in otr House of Commons, 
with which it seems the Chinese officials are acquainted, imply 
an idea that there is no solid purpose on the part of this country 
to bring our relations with China to some definite settlement, 


They believe nothing as regards our real intentions, and they |

hope everything from our well-tried gullibility. 


disabnsed by the presence in Pekin of an excellent nobleman of 
no very distinguished presence, escorted by a squadron of 
lengthy Dragoon Guards mounted on small Arab steeds which 
waddle beneath the unaccustomed weight of English military 
giants? Can it really be the fact that such a step, and that 
only, will be taken at this the very critical moment, the result 
no doubt being a march of the whole army hereafter upon the 
capital, and that when delay and hesitation will have lost that 
portion of the season most favourable for an advance ? 

A very grave responsibility rests on those who suffer themselves 
to be induced to negotiate, under any circumstances, but in the 
midst of our perfectly-equipped and organised force, quartered 
in the heart of Pekin, All other methods have been tried 
and have failed to produce such a treaty, and the ratification 
of such a treaty as could be wrung from the _ senses 
of the real ruler of China Proper by the actual repre- 
sentative presence of European power. Once and again 
we have nibbled at the confines of that Empire, and been 
made the dupes and tools of crafty subordinates, who have 
Jaughed at our material strength, and ridiculed our intellectual 
capacity as exhibited in the conduct of our negotiators. It is 
calculated that the Chinese War, as far as it has gone, has cost 
the country a sum of ten millions—exactly the amount levied 
on the people of this country by means of the income tax. Is there 
to be nothing but a barren treaty, and another war a year or two 
hence, to be had in exchange for this sacrifice? It is presumed 
that the objects to be attained, future and immediate, whatever 
they are, are considered to be commensurate with this expen- 
diture. Are we to lose our money and our expected or ideal 
benefits too? It is certain that the public, not too well informed 
with regard to, nor too accurately appreciating, the gain to this 
country which our aggressive policy in China is to produce, will 
ere long begin, if they have not already begun, to demand 
some clear, palpable explanation as to what it is that our 
statesmen design in this matter. It will fare but ill with a 
Government if that demand is made at a moment when a 
Finance Minister is asking for additional taxation to meet the 
huge expenses of a war waged thousands of miles away, which 
has produced nothing but a treaty which is not worth the paper 
on which it has been written.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 

The Em , on receiving the news of the death of the Dowager 
yoy of Russia, immediately telegraphed his condolences and those 
of the Empress to the Court of St. Petersburg. On Saturday last the 
Court of the Tuileries, without waiting for the official notification of 
her Majesty's decease, went into mourning for twenty-one days,

THE CUSTOMS DEPARTMENT AND THE TREATY. 

The Moniteur publishes a circular of the Director-General of 
Customs relative to the application of the commercial treaty between 
England and France, After having enumerated and commented upon 
the different provisions of the treaty, as well as the tariffs already 
known to our readers, M, de Forcade thus concludes :—“ Tn terminating 
these instructions, I must call the attention of the service to the spirit 
which ought to preside in the application of the new tariff. The 
economical programme laid down by the Emperor in his letter to the 
Minister of State, and the treaty of commerce with Great Britain, are 
the solemn manifestations of the principles and tendencies which 
must hereafter develop themselves in the relations of France with 
other countries. It is the duty of the customs administration to 
discern these principles and these tendencies, and to apply them in the 
details of its daily business. Vigilant to frustrate fraud, and to secure 
the interests of the revenue, it must show itself conciliating in its 
relations with loyal commerce, liberal in the interpretation of rules and 
the solution of doubtful questions. I need not call the attention of 
the chief officers of the service to the rapid movement of business 
which multiplies the collections, and by which the public revenue 
ought to profit, and, in short, to all that is favourable to the develop- 
ment of commerce and industry.” 

It has been announced in the Moniteur that the time will be antici- 
pated by several months when the new duties on imported iron and 
imported sugar are to come into operation, 

ITALY, 

The reign of the Bourbons in Naples is virtually over. Scornfully 
rejected by the Neapolitans ana Sicilians in their recent votes, Francis IL. 
has likewise sustained terrible reverses in the field, and there remains 
but one more blow—the taking of Gaeta—to be struck against his 
tottering throne ere it crumble into ruins, and its late owner, a fugitive, 
shall seek shelter in some foreign country. 

Capua capitulated on the 2nd. Military honours were granted to 
the garrison, who, to the number of 9000 men, were disarmed and sent 
to Naples. The Paris Patrie insists that the credit is due to the inter- 
vention of the Piedmontese army, which prevented the garrison from 
maintaining its communications with Gaeta, and obliged the Royal 
army to abandon the line of the Volturno:—“ The place,” it says, 
“sustained a siege of forty-eight days, and if the Garibaldians had 
been left to their own resources they could not have taken it. Even 
the works they executed had to be done over again by the Piedmontese. 
The latter in the course of a few days formed a second parallel, con- 
structed on the right a place-d’armés and a breaching-battery, which 
last opened its fire against the bastion of the centre, and obliged the 
Neapolitan troops to capitulate after a very honourable defence.” 

After the surrender of Capua the Garibaldian troops were quickly 
thrown across the Garigliano, Here Victor Emmanuel was op2rating 
with his forces, and on the 3rd he assailed the Bourbon army in front, 
while his fleet attacked it in flank, and obtained a complete victory. 
The Royal forces fled from the field, leaving in the hands of the 
Piedmontese their tents, waggons, and materiel, besides a large numer 
of prisoners, General Sonnaz pursned the enemy, and afterwards 
occupied Mola, and other positions commanding Gaeta, There now 
only remain the walls of Gaeta between the Bourbon forces and their 
victorious pursuers. 

A body of 15,000 Neapolitan troops, with 4090 horses and 32 
guns, being pursued by the Sardinians, took refuge in the Papal States 
at Terracina, At Cisterna their progress was arrested by the Papal 
and French authorities, and they will be at once disarmed,

ENTRY OF VICTOR EMMANUEL INTO NAPLES, 

King Victor Emmanuel entered the city of Naples on Wednes we A 
at half-past nine o'clock in the morning. An immense crowd of people 
assembled, notwithstanding the torrents of rain which were falling. 
Universal joy was manifested. 

INTERVIEW BETWEEN VICTOR EMMANUEL AND GARIBALDI, 

Garibaldi and Victor Emmanuel met on the 26th ult., near Teans, 
The greeting on both sides was most cordial. Major Cattabane, Com- 
mandant of Garibaldi’s head-quarters, gives the following account of 
the interview :— 

Garibaldi had taken up his quarters at asmall inn, about four miles and a 
half between Teano and Speranzano, on the .25th. He ordered his column to 
advance and take up position, and sent Count Trecchi to see the King. On 
the following protin A Count Trecchi and Missori came to inform him tha 
Cialdini was within an hour’s march, and the King not far behind. Garibaldi left 
immediately with his Staff, and three-quarters of an hour afterwards he came in 
sight of the head of the Piedmontese column. He pnt spurs to his horse. The Pied- 
montese advanced as follows:—The 23rd and 24th Regiments of the Como Brigade 
the 26th and 27th of Pinerolo’s Brigade ; then a battery of rifled cannon, The 
columns presented arms to Garibaldi, and opened to allow him to pass through 
Cialdini rushed forward, and Garibaldi, jumping off his horse, embraced him 
affectionately. After exchanging a few words, Garibaldi remounted to meet 
the King. Victor Emmanuel was not far behind, leading on his own division. 
Seeing the red shirts, the King took a telescope, and, recognising Garibaldi, 
pnt spurs to his horse and galloped towards him. Garibaldi did the same 
When they were within ten paces of each other, the officers of the King and 
of Garibaldi shouted “ Long live Victor Emmanuel!” Garibaldi advanced, took 
off his hat, and, in a voice somewhat hoarse from emotion, said,“ King of Italy!’ 
Victor Emmanuel put his hand to his kepi, then held it out to Garibaldi, and 
equally moved, replied, “ Thank you!” They stood thus, hand in hand 
nearly a minute, without uttering another word. Garibaldi and the King, 
still holding each other’s hand, followed the troops for abont a quarter of an 
hour. Their suites had mingled together, and followed at a short distance 
behind them. Passing a group of officers, Garibaldi saluted them. Among them 
were Farini, Minister of War, in the foraging cap of a staff officer, and General 
Fanti. The King and Garibaldi were conversing. After the King followed the 
17th, 18th, 19th, and 20th Regiments of the Line, then sixty guns, and four regi - 
ments of cavalry. His Majesty was at the head of 30,000men. Before reaching 
Teano King Victor Emmanuel halted and ordered a portion of his army to file off 
in presence of Garibaldi, that every one might observe the good feeling which 
prevailed between him and the chieftain. He then reviewed Bixio’s brigate, 
which was posted a little beyond Calvi. He was received with the entha- 
siastic and unanimous shov:te of ‘ Long Live the King of Italy!’ Garibaldi ha: 
7000 men, divided between different positions. The King remained at Teas. 
Garibaldi returned to Cal vi to give orders. 
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We hear from Rome that General Lamoricitre has been created a 
Roman noble. A decree orders a medal to be struck in his honour, 
and heis to figure henceforth in the Almanach de Gotha asa Prince. By 
Pio Nono’s act he will stand on a par with all the Princes of the Holy 
Roman Empire. The voting on the question of annexation in Umbria 
and the Marches was p ng, and the returns received give satisfactory 
resulta, viewed from the Sardinian side. Perfect order and enthusiasm 
prevail everywhere, Large quantities of stores and war materiel have 
arrived in Rome for the use of the French army. The enrolment of 
foreigners for the Papal army has been stopped. Beds for hospitals 
for the wounded have been sent from Rome to Francis I, 





AUSTRIA. 

The Empress is about to visit Madeira. Her Majesty is in a delicate 
state of health, and she has been advised to winter in a more genial 
climate, and the above island has been chosen for the purpose. A 
British war-steamer has been placed at the disposal of the Empress, 
who purposes to leave for Madeira about the 17th inst. 

The Austrian Government has issued a circular, in which it eniea- 
yours to impress on the German States the importance of the Con- 
stitutional reforms which it has just inaugurated, and dwells on the 
closer connection with Germany which must result from them. 

Count — has issued a diplomatic circular explaining the 
objects and results of the Warsaw interview. It conveys the 
unportant announcement that Austria, Russia, and Prussia have 
resolved to follow a policy of non-intervention in Italy. Count 
Rechberg, we are informed, declares that the Warsaw meeting 
was held for the purpose of consolidating the friendly relations of 
the three Sovereigns who took part in it, and of concerting their 
conduct in view of certain eventualities, A perfect understanding, of 
which we are not told the nature, was established between them; but 
Count Rechberg asserts that the three Powers agreed not to interfere 
in the affairs of Italy, and not to do anything which may provoke 
a@ war.

SWEDEN. 

The Order of Citizens and the Order of Peasants of Sweden have 
adopted addresses to the Crown, praying for a reform in the national 
representation. 

The close of the Session of the Swedish Chambers took place at 
Stockholm on the 20th ult., with the usual ceremonies, Among the 
measures on which the King congratulated the Chambers on having 
adopted during the Session was one for the perfect toleration of all 
religious creeds, 

INDIA. 


The Overland Mail brings us dates from Calcutta to the 22nd of 
September. The news is unimportant, being limited mainly to 
strictures and complaints of almost all the recent Acts of the Govern- 
ment—the Arms Act, the Stamp Act, the Lucknow libel case, the 
indigo commission, and above all the imcome tax, in making out the 
returns for which the whole community was engaged. ‘Trade also is 
reported to be dull, and money stagnant. Government has issued a 
notification informing the local European army that the amalgamation 
of the armies will not affect their rights and privileges; that they will 
not be called on to serve out of India during the term of their engage- 
ment, The Paper Currency Bill was just going to be read a second 
time. Major-General Woodburn died at Ahmedabad on the night of 
the 28th of September ; and Dr. Buist, of Bombay, has fallen a victim 
to dysentery. There have been no symptoms of disaffection manifested 
(as was stated last week) by the 6th European Regiment at Dinapore, 





THE PRINCE OF WALES, 


INTELLIGENCE has been received of the reception of the Prince of Wales 
at Boston, where all went well, and of his departure for Portland 
Roads in the Hero on the 20th, The following is the narrative :— 

The Prince of Wales and suite left Albany on the morning of the 
17th ult., escorted to the railway dépét by the Burgesses’ Corps, through 
lines of enthusiastic people, At the dépdt Governor Morgan, Senator 
Seward, and others of his entertainers took leave of him. In Springfield, 
Worcester, and other places along the route, large crowds of people 
were assembled, and in response to their calls his Highness occasionally 
showed himself, The party arrived at Longwood Station shortly 
before four o'clock, having made the run from Albany with few stop- 

ges, and at those having halted only a few minutes, At the city 
ines Mayor Lincoln, with a committee of the city government, received 
the Prince and suite cordially, but with little formality.. The party at 
once entered open carriages, and, under the escort of the Boston Lancers 
and Light Dragoons, proceeded to the Revere House. The side-walks, 
balconies, and windows on both sides of the route were thronged with 
people, whose welcome was hearty, 

The demonstrations in Boston on the 18th in honour of the Prince 
were elaborate and imposing. The public buildings were decorated, 
and the streets were thronged. In the morning Ralph Farnham, the 
sole survivor of the battle of Bunker-hill, was introduced to the Prince 
by Mr. Everett. The interview is reported to have been quite interest- 
ing. Mr. Farnham was accompanied by one of his daughters, who is 
upwards of seventy years of age. About 3000 military, including 
artillery, cavalry, and infantry, were reviewed on the common by the 
Prince and suite, Governor Banks, and a numerous Staff. After the 
review the military force marched through several of the principal 
streets, the Prince and suite, the Governor and others, occupying car- 
riages. The display is represented to have been the most imposing 
ever seen in New England, and was witnessed by thousands, A colla- 
tion followed at the State House given by Governor Banks, at which 
there was a social and entirely informal interchange of good feeling, 
At about five o’clock the Prince and suite were escorted to the Music- 
hall, where he was welcomed by 1200 school children. The exercises 
consisted principally of singing, and seemed to afford the distinguished 
visitors much gratification. The festivities of the occasion wound up 
with a grand ball at the Academy of Music. 

On the 9th the Royal party visited Cambridge, Bunker-hill, Mount 
Auburn Cemetry, and Harvard College, At the latter place the Prince 
was welcomed in Doane Hall by President Felton and the Faculty, 
while he was heartily cheered by the students. After visiting the 
library of the Scientific School and the Observatory, the party partook 
of a collation at Harvard Hall. The citizens of Cambridge were out 
in numbers and cheered the Prince heartily as he passed through the 
city. In the evening his Highness visited the Boston Public Library. 

The Prince and his suite left Boston on the forenoon of the 2)th, 
amid enthusiastic cheers from the citizens, and accompanied by 
Governor Banks and other distinguished gentlemen, for Portland, 
where he was received by the Governor of the State of Maine, the 
Mayor of Portland, a respectable body of military, and the entire 
population, He was escorted through the streets of the city, and 
finally embarked on board the British war-steamer Hero. The 
cannon of the war-ships and the batteries thundered, the bands playe® 
the national airs of Britain and America, the vast concourse of people 
shouted their adieus, and the Royal squadron steamed away for 
“ Merrie England,”

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LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 

The following telegram was received through Mr, Reuter’s office 
yesterday (Friday) :— 

NAPLEs.—Turin, Thursday.—The Turin journals announce 
that the investing of Gaeta on the land side continues, The Opinione 
publishes a proclamation of King Victor Emmanuel to the Neapolitan 
and Sicilian peoples. His Majesty accepts the Sovereign authority of 
the Two Sicilies, transferred to him by universal suffrage. A despatch 
from Naples states that the departure of Francis II. from Gaeta is 
imminent, in consequence of the advice given to his Majesty by the 
commanders of the foreign fleets. 








THE ITALIAN POLICY OF GREAT BRITAIN, 

A most important despatch, enunciating the policy of the British Govern- 
ment respecting Italian affair, has been addresse] by Lord John Russell t® 
Sir James Hudson, the English Minister at Turin, It is as follows :— 

* Foreign Office, October 27. 

“Sir,—It appears that the late proceedings of the King of Sardinia have 
been strongly disapproved of by several of the principal Courts of Europe. 

“The Emperor of the French, on hearing of the invasion of the Papal 
States by the army of General Cialdina, withdrew his Minister from Turin, 
expressing at the same time the opinion of the Imperial Government in con- 
demnation of the invasion of the Roman territory. The Emperor of Russia 
has, we are told, declared in strong terms his indignation at the entrance of 
the army of the King of Sardinia into the Neapolitan territory, and has with- 
drawn his entire mission from Turin. The Prince Regent of Prussia has also 
thought it necessary to convey to Sardinia a sense of his displeasure, but he 
has not thought it necessary to remove the Prussian Minister from Turin. 

“* After these diplomatic acts, it would scarcely be just to Italy, or respectful 
to the other great Powers of Europe, were the Government of her Majesty any 
longer to withhold the expression of their opinion. 

“In so doing, however, her Majesty’s Government have no intention to 
raise a dispute upon the reasons which have been given in the name of the 
King of Sardinia for the invasion of the Roman and Neapolitan States. 
Whether or no the Pope was justified in defending his authority by means of 
foreign levies ; whether the King of the Two Sicilies, while still maintaining 
his flag at Capua and Gacta, can be said to have abdicated, are not the argu- 
ments upon which her Majesty’s Government propose to dilate. 

“* The large questions which appear to them to be at issue are these :—Were 
the people of Italy justified in asking the assistance of the King of Sardinia 
to relieve them from Governments with which they were discontented ?—and 
was the King of Sardinia justified in furnishing the assistance of his arms to 
the people of the Roman and Neapolitan States? There appear to have been 
two motives which have induced the people of the Roman and Neapolitan 
States to join willingly in the subversion of their Governments. The first of 
these was that the Government of the Pope and the King of the Two Sicilies 
provided so ill for the administration of justice, the protection of personal 
liberty, and the general welfare of their people, that their subjects \looked 
forward to the overthrow of their rulers as a necessary preliminary_.to all 
improvement in their condition. 

“The second motive was, that a conviction had spread since the year 1849 
that the only manner in which Italians could secure their independence of 
foreign control was by forming one strong Government for the whole of Italy. 
The struggle of Charles Albert, in 1848, and the sympathy which the present 
King of Sardinia has shown for the Italian cause, have naturally caused the 
association of the name of Victor Emmanuel with the single authority under 
which the Italians aspire to live. 

“Looking at the question in this view, her Majesty’s Government must 
admit that the Italians themselves are the best judges of their own interests. 

“That eminent jurist Vattel, when discussing the lawfulness of the 
assistance given by the United Provinces to the Prince of Orange when he 
invaded England and overturned the throne of James II., says, ‘ The authority 
of the Prince of Orange had doubtless an influence on the deliberations of the 
States General, but it did not lead them to the commission of an act of 
injustice, for when a people for good reasons take up arms against an 
oppresror, it is but an act of justice and generosity to assist brave men in the 
defence of their liberties.’ 

“ Therefore, according to Vattel, the question resolves itself into this—Did 
the peopl: of Naples and of the Roman States take up arms against their 
Governments for good reasons ? 

“Upon this grave matter her Majesty’s Government hold that the people in 
qnestion are themselves the best judges of their own affairs. Her Majesty’s 
Government do not feel justified in declaring that the people of Southern Italy 
had not good reasons for throwing off their allegiance to their former Govern- 
ments. Her Majesty's Government cannot, therefore, pretend to blame the 
King of Sardinia for assisting them. There remains, however, a question of 
fact. It is asserted by the partisans of the fallen Governments that the people 
of the Roman States were attached to the Pope, and the people of the kingdom 
of Naples to the dynasty of Francis II., but that Sardinian agents and foreign 
adventurers have by force and intrigue subverted the thrones of those 
Sovereigns. 

“It is difficult, however, to believe, after the astonishing events which we 
have seen, that the Pope and the King of the Two Sicilies possessed the love of 
their people. How was it, one must ask, that the Pope found it impossible 
to levy a Roman army, and that he was forced to rely almost-entirely upon 
foreign mercenaries? How did it happen, again, that Garibaldi conquered 
nearly all Sicily with 2000 men, and marched from Reggio to Naples 
with* 5000? How but from the universal disaffection of the people of 
the Two Sicilies? Neither can it be said that this testimony of the popular 
will was capricious or causeless. Forty years ago the Neapolitan people matte 
an attempt regularly and temperately to reform their Government under the 
reigning dynasty. The Powers of Europe, assembled at Laybach, resolved, 
with the exception of England, to put down this attempt by force. It was 
put down, and a large foreign army was left in the Two Sicilies to maintain 
social order. In 1848 the Neapolitan people again attempted to secure liberty 
under the Bourbon dynasty ; but their best patriots atoned by an imprisonment 
of ten years for the offence of endeavouring to free their country. What 
wonder, then, that in 1860 the Neapolitans, mistrustful and resentful, should 
throw off the Bourbons, as in 1688 England had thrown off the Stuarts? It 
must be admitted, undoubtedly, that the severance of ties which bind 
together a Sovereign and his subjects is in itself a misfortune. Notions 
of allegiance become confused, the succession of the throne is disputed, 
adverse parties threaten the peace of society, rights and pretensions are 
opposed to each other, and mar the harmony cf the State. Yet it must be 
acknowledged, on the other hand, that the Italian revolution has been 
conducted with singular temper and forbearance. The subversion of existing 
power has not been followed, as is too often the case, by an outbreak of 
poptlar vengeance. The extreme views of democrats have nowhere prevailed. 
Public opinion has checked the excesses of the public triumph. The venerated 
forms of constitutional monarchy have been ated with the name of a 
Prince who represents an ancient and glorious dynasty. 

“Such having been the causes and the concomitant circumstances of the 
revolution of Italy, her otety © Government can see no sufficient ground 
for the severe censure with which Austria, France, Prussia, and Russia have 
visited the acts of the King of Sardinia. Her Majesty’s Government will 
turn their eyes rather to the gratifying prospect of a people building up the 
edifice of their liberties, and consolidating the work of their independence, 
amid the sympathies and good wishes of Europe.—I have, &c.,

ment; and by the united exertions of the Vicar and his parishioners.a new 
church has been erected in the village, which was consecrated on Tuesday, the 
30th ult., by the Bishop of Oxford. There was a large concourse of clergy and 
laity from the surrounding All Saints’ Day, 1860, will be long 
remembered by the inhabitants of the secluded village of Lansadurnen, Car- 
marthenshire, as one of the brightest days in their parish annals. In the 
short space of four months their church, which, from the ravages of time, bad 
fallen into decay, had been taken down and replaced by one of increased 
dimensions and considerable architectural beauty. The last occasion on which 
the old church was used for public worship was on the 24th of June, and on 
the Ist of the following November a propitious morning brought together a 
large concourse to witness the dedication, by the Lord Bishop of 8t. David's, 
of the new fabric to God, by its first use as a house of prayer.—— 
The Bishop of Bath and Wells consecrated the new Church of All Saints, 
Clevedon, together with the adjoining burying-ground, on Thursday week.

THE MAGAZINES, 


In the midst of the competition which has lately pervaded that 
section of literature which is occupied by the magazines, it is satis- 
factory to find that Fraser holds its own, Those who remember the 
firework brilliancy of this serial—we will not say how many 
years ago, when its contributors were scholars who evoked satire 
and fun from the depths of classic lore, and whose fantasies 
were to the Bohemianism of literary scoffing in the present 
day as Hyperion to a Satyr—will be always glad to welcome 
this periodical at the beginning of each month, and to see that if 
imbued with something of the soberness of age it exhibits none 
of its positive infirmity, The two first articles, ‘ The Philosophy of 
Marriage Studied under Sir Cresswell Cresswell,” and the continuation 
of the paper on “ France and Paris, Forty, Thirty, and Twenty Years 
Ago,” would alone suffice to rescue the number from any accusation of 
dullness ; but when to that is added the conclusion of the series of 
caustic criticisms on “ Alison’s History of Europe” by a hand which 
has not forgotten that cunning of thirty years ago which was then so 
essentially Fraserian, there is good matter ———_ and to spare. Still 
there is more that is noteworthy, and especially the article entitled 
* Political Economy in the Clouds,” in which what is called with some 
show of reason Mr, Ruskin’s “ rhapsodising” in a young contemporary 
is dealt with in a manner as characteristic as the onslaught on Alison 
is made, Mr, Monckton Milnes is getting quite magaziny ; and here

Stage ; and the “ Chro- 
nicle of Current His- 
tory” rounds off the 
somewhat imposing 
array of articles, 
The Dublin University 
Magazine has a very 
elaborate review of 
modern writers under 
the heading of “ The 
Vice of Our Current 
Literature,” which as 
it seems to be inter- 
preted is an extrava- 
gant realism that, we 
are told, taints nearly 
all the popular writing 
of the day, from Ma- 
caulay’s “ History” to 
“Adam Bede,” If the 
authors who are dealt 
with object to the tone 
of the criticism as 
somewhat biliary, there 
may be readers who 
think that it ison the 
whole healthy. Proper

“The Seven Ages of Italy,” appropriate now that we are about to 
have an eighth age of that country; “The Work-o-Day World of 
France,” with its remarkable knowledgeof the social current and under- 
current of French life, is still carried on ; and there are some plain, un- 
varnished, but, as we can testify, very accurate “ Sketches in the West 
Indies.” Besides, there is a paper on “ Foreign and Domestic Politics,” 
and voluminous “ Notes on New Books.” What can we say more? 
Some scribe in a newspaper has had the audacity so sa 
that the new number of the Cornhill is dull ; qualifying his 
assertion, however, by adding the words “as compared 
with the previous issues.” Well, perhaps it is; but ma 
not the explanation be found in the article called “ 
Roundabout Journey.” While the master-spirit was taking 
these notes of a week’s holiday probably the labour of 
selection for the current number was committed to other 
hands. The papers severally entitled “Neighbours,” 
“ Work,” and : Oratory,” if they appeared in some other 
serials which we wot of, would have been probably pro- 
nounced very good indeed ; and, even for the Cornhill, we 
will venture to say that they are well up to the mark. We 
confess to have s from reading the paper on 
“Weather” for skiey reasons, which are sufficiently ob- 
vious; and, though specially interested just now in the 
subject of the French tariff, we did not venture on Mr. 
Ruskin’s definition of the term “ ad valorem ;” but this we 
say without prejudice tothe article. “ Framley Parsonage” 
is fast working up to the crisis, and wwe J is duly repre- 
sented by Owen Meredith and Miss Procter. If there be 
any shortcomings, still this magazine continues to be a lite- 
rary wonder, when the quid which is asked for the quo is 
considered. From time to time there appears to be a dis- 
position among lite men to falsify Keats’s prophecy 
that “his name would be writ in water.” Now, Mr, 
Masson is doing his best—and that is something—in 
that direction by his article on “The Life and Poetry of 
Keats,” in Macmillan’s Magazine. It is not to be said that 
the subject has lost all its interest; but still, all things 
taken together, it is probable that, melancholy as was 
Keats’s history, he has had at least posthumous justice, 
Nevertheless, the paper in this serial is written from a 
point of view that invests it with a character of its own. 
A very bold contributor, who declares himself to be a son- 
in-law, has ventured a “Defence of Mothers-in-Law,” 
and he has done very well—for the subject. “Tom 
Brown” is anywhere but at “Oxford ;” and, if we were 
compelled to say where he is, we should be inclined to use 
a racing phrase, and say “nowhere.” Is it our fancy ?— 
but this seems one of the longest stories we ever encountered, 
There are twelve papers in all in Macmillan this month; and if you 
do not get excited by any of them, as you expect to be by those 
in the Cornhill, you are sure to find something worth considering 
in most of them. There seems to be something like idea in the plan 
of the editing. The Kclectic gets more reviewish and less magaziny in 
each succeeding number ; and it is so es and carefully written, 
and in such a peculiar tone, that, but for the difference of weight as it 
is held in the d, you would generally think you were reading a 
quarterly rather than a monthly. We would—with a qualification— 
direct attention to a very singular paper headed “The Apostolic 
Principles of Finance,” in this number. 

The New Monthly and Bentley's Miscellany are quite up to the 
average. In the former an article on the “ Druses of the Rennes ss 
perhaps stands the most prominent ; while in the latter the “ Outre- 
manche Correspondence” keeps its place. There is an amusing paper 
on the “ French Almanacks for 1861 ;” and the somewhat curious idea 
of biographising the mistresses of the Kings of France is continued, 
the subject this time being “ Agnés Sorel.” The English Woman's 
y me wg is as strict to its mission as usual. There is a businesslike 
feature in the production in this number of a full account of the 
special meetings at Glasgow and Edinburgh with reference to the 
industrial employment of women. Out of and beyond the immediate 

urpose of the magazine there are pleasant papers enough, and 
informatory besides, The subject of the vine and of grape-crops, 
which has become important of late, is well treated under the heading 
of “ Fruits in their Season.” 

In the Art-Journal the large steel engravings are, so far as 
choice of subjects are concerned, not so striking to the uninitiated eye as 
usual; but the execution of them is, if possible, more finished than 
ever. So with all the wood engravings. We would particularly point to 
those illustrating .a paper entitled “The Hudson, from the Wilderness 
to the Sea.” What abundance of pleasant reading, and something 
more, there always is in this periodical, The list of its literary 
contents is as various as it is full—Mr, Lever’s serial tale—“ One of 
Them ”—has now reached its twelfth number, and the interest expands 
as the crisis evidently approaches. The intriguing characters are 
beginning to explain their designs and to review their past lives: while 
the injured parties are clearly on the point of receiving poetical justice. 


TIS A WILD NIGHT AT SEA, 
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THE NEW LORD MAYOR, 


YesTeRDAY being Lord Mayor’s Day there was the customary civic 
procession, on the 9th of November, from the Guildhall to West- 
minster, for the purpose of presenting the new Lord Mayor, the Right 
Hon. William Cubitt, to the Judges, and of swearing in his Lordship. 
The following is the route that was taken :—The procession moved 
from Guildhall at half-past eleven o'clock, and passed through 
Gresham-street, Princes-street, Bank, Lombard-street, Gracechurch- 
street, Leadenhall-street, Fenchurch-street, Gracechurch-street, Cannon- 
street (east and west), St. Paul’s Churchyard, Ludgate-street, Ludgate- 
hill, Fleet-street, and by the Strand to Westminster. The return from 
Westminster was by way of the Strand, Fleet-street, St. Paul’s-church- 
yard, Cheapside, and King- 
street to Guildhall. The London 
Rifle Brigade formed a 
of honour in Guildhall-yard and 
King-street to receive the Lord 
Mayor on his return from West- 
minster. In the evening the usual 
inaugurating banquet was held 
in the Guildhall, attended by 
Ministers of State, Ambassadors, 
Judges, members of Parliament, 
and celebrities in the domains of 
science, art, and literature. To- 
day, the ceremonials and festivi- 
ties which mark the coming in 
of the new city potentate being 
over, his reign for the year en- 
suing may be said to begin in 
sober earnest, and there is every 
reason to believe that the present 
Lord Mayor’s term of office will 
be alike honourable to himself 
and a benefit to the great in- 
terests over which he presides. 
A grand civic procession started 
westward yesterday week for the 
purpose of conducting the Lord 
Mayor elect to the private resi- 
dence of the Lord Chetadiee, at 
Knightsbridge, there to receive, 
through that high officer of 
State, her Majesty’s approval of 
the choice which the citizens of 
London have made for the 
mayoralty of the next year. 
Amongst those who formed the 
procession were the Lord Mayor 
elect; the Right Hon. Russell 
Gurney, Recorder of London ; 
Alderman and Sheriff Abbiss, 
Mr. Sheriff Lusk, Alderman Sir 
Henry Muggeridge (the next in 
succession for the mayoralty), 
Alderman Hale, Mr. Thomas 
Chambers, the Common Serjeant ; 
Mr. Commissioner Ker, Mr. 
Charles Pearson, the City Soli- 
citor; Mr. Benjamin Scott, the 
City Chamberlain ; Mr. Secondary 
Potter, the Town Clerk, and 
other officials, These gentlemen 
were received by the Lord Chan- 
cellor in the drawing-room of 
Stratheden House. His Lord- 
ship was attired in his full robes 
of office, and was attended by 
his secretary, and by the two 
gentlemen who act respectively 
as “ purse” and “ mace.” 

The Recorder introduced the 
Lord Mayor elect, He remarked 
that Mr. Alderman Cubitt, whom 
the citizens of London had 
selected to fill the office of Lord 
Mayor for the ensuing year, was 
a gentleman who was in all 
respects eminently qualified to 

‘fill that high and responsible 
office. For many years he had 
carried on a large business ; all 
his dealings had been charac- 
terised by honour and integrity, 
and, he was happy to add, had 
been crowned with success. 
Alderman Cubitt was held in the 
highest possible esteem by his 
fellow-citizens, and he had the 
greatest confidence in presenting 
him to the Lord Chancellor for 
her Majesty’s approval, 

The Lord Chancellor, address- 
ing the Lord Mayor elect, said 
that it was with the greatest 
satisfaction he had to state that 
her Majesty highly approved of 
the choice which the citizens of 
London had made in selecting 
him to fill the office of Lord 
Mayor—an office which was 
worthy of the ambition of the 
most distinguished men’ the 
city of London could produce. 
The Lord Mayor elect entered 
upon his office at a time of com- 

ative peace, and would, there- 
ore, no doubt direct his atten- 
tion to the advancement of those 
great social reforms which were 
so much needed. While, how- 

ever, we were at peace, an im- 

rtant body had been organised 
in the city of London, as in other 
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Charles Hill; and at about the same period the electors of Andover 
returned him as their representative in the Commons House of 
Parliament, an: honour which he enjoys at the present time, 
These offices, with his Commissionership of Lieutenancy, and the 
constant duties which he has to fulfil as a magistrate for Middlesex 
and Surrey, have eminently qualified him to occupy the civie chair, 
since his large experience, extending through a long period of active 
observation both as a citizen and as a magistrate, will enable him to 
bring to his new office just the sort of knowledge which will be required. 
Mr, Cubitt’s political opinions are those of an advanced Conservative, 
who looks to reforms as both desirable and necessary. He is a genuine 
supporter of Church and State; and yet, in 1855, he voted for the

ABovrT seven miles from the Tiverton station of the Great Western 
Railway, up the picturesque valley of the Exe, lies the secluded little 
town of Bampton, in which, towards the end of October, the chief 
cattle fair of the surrounding district is annually held. On Bampton 
fair-day the main street of the town exhibits an animated and striking 
sight, crowded as it is with rich red Devon cattle, with mountain 
ney , and with Exmoor ponies of all ages and sizes, the specialty of 
the fair, 

These beautiful little animals, bred wild on the hills around, stand 
to Welsh and Shetland ponies in the same affinity that thorough- 
bred stock stand to carriage and cart horses. They owe the extraor- 

dinary distinction of their race, 

evinced in their small lean heads, 

their long, thin manes, their 

sinewy, sloping shoulders, their 

strong loins, and their quick, 

dainty action, to the pains taken 

in breeding them, many years 

ago, by Sir ‘Thomas Dyke Acland, 
\ and to the blood of an ancestor of 
theirs, of Arab or Barb descent, 
introduced by Sir Thomas, and 
still remembered with admiration 
by the pony-breeders of Exmoor 
as the famous Katterfelto. Their 
height ranges betweeneleven and 
thirteen hands ; the largest, from 
their substance and action, being 
equal to carry twelve or thirteen 
stone as hackneys. Mealy brown, 
buffy bay, chestnut, and grey are 
their predominant colours, Their 
price, of course, varies with the 
state of the provender market, 
Purchasers of ponies in October 
must calculate on keeping them 
idle through the winter, and on 
the cost and trouble of breaking 
them for the saddle or for har- 
ness, And seldom did Bampton 
Fair take place under less favour- 
able auspices than on the 24th of 
last month, for the hay and oat 
crops had suffered severely from 
the perpetual rains of the sum- 
mer, and the root crops had 
mostly failed from the same cause, 

An annual sale by auction 
takes place every year at Bamp- 
ton of a herd of about fifty pure 
Exmoor ponies bred by Frederick 
Knight, Esq., the present pro- 
prietor of Exmoor, and of 
about as many half-bred Ex- 
moor cobs, bred by Mr. Knight's 
agent, Mr. Robert Smith, for- 
merly well known as a success- 
ful shorthorn and sheep breeder 
in Lincolnshire. The auction is 
held in a large yard on the left- 
hand side as you enter the town 
from Tiverton, Purchasers being 
duly arranged on benches around, 
the ponies and cobs are admitted 
one by one from an adjoining

They were all unbroken 
and unshod, and the buyers of

THE interesting question of South Italy has nearly reached ite 
culminating point, The overwhelming vote of the Neapolitaa 
people in favour of adding their territory to a constitutional 
kingdom comprising the whole peninsula, followed by the 
picturesque meeting of Victor Emmanuel and Garibaldi— 
scene which Froissart would have loved to describe—has com- 
pleted that series of events which, bearing with them ang 
unceasing and unswerving tendency towards the great practical 
end, have yet borne with them an air of romance which will leave 
ample material for the future historian to invest his chroniclea§ 
of them with every attribute which can charm away the sterner/ 
features of a contest which has not been carried on without that) 
bloody arbitrement by which it seems that a nation must ever 
attain to liberty. The last Neapolitan Monarch of the race 
of Bourbon stands for a brief space still at bay; but, 
with “one foot on sea and one on shore,” in a few days he 
will be forced to seek some asylum fitted for the reception of a 
“ King retired from business,” Recent strategical move- 
ments have practically cut off a very large part of the force 
which was still at his disposal, and the last instrument of 
despotism is slipping from his hands, In the meantime 
any hopes of succour which he may have entertained from 
the conference of those Potentates who would, no doubt, 
have willingly done what was possible for the preserva- 
tion of the governmental system in Italy which is most in 
accordance with their sympathies, have faded away, The opinion 
of England, as declared in the manifesto of her Foreign Minister 
has done much towards the final settlement of the affairs 
Italy, It is hardly to be supposed that so decided a course 
that taken by Lord John Russell in his late despatch could havv 
emanated from any sudden impulse. It must have been based 
on an accurate knowledge of the fact that the other Powers of 
Europe have decided on no such interference in Italy as would 
bring them into a direct collision of opinion with this country. 
If half we hear of the thorough understanding between the 
Emperor of the French and our Prime Minister be true, it is not, 
unreasonable to conjecture that the exposition of the feeling of 
the English Cabinet is not wholly opposed to Imperial sym- 
pathies and ideas at the Tuileries, At any rate, England has 
spoken out as boldly as independently in this question ; and, 
notwithstanding some sneers at the course taken by Lord John 
Russell, which imply that he has been influenced only by @ 
desire to come into view at the critical moment of success, 
there can be little doubt of the beneficial and ratifying effect of 
such an expression of English policy at this particular juncture. 
Let us hope that the difficulties connected with the final 
disposition of the temporal power of the Pope and the future 
destiny of Venetia, which intervene between the final consuma- 
tion of a real kingdom of Italy, may be disposed of by peaceful 
means. Enough has been done to vindicate the heroism and 
military character of the Italians and their capability of fighting 
for their freedom. The rest may well be effected by reference te 
the public opinion, and through the instrumentality of the statea- 
manship of Europe. 








* 
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While these lines are bcing written the Prince of Wales is ex- 
pected, Possibly, his Royal Highness may arrive on his birthday. 
He brings with him the united and unanimous testimony of those 
whom he visited, both the subjects of his mother ana the citizens 
of the Republic, to his having conducted himself throughout a 
long and exciting progress, marked by every variety of incident, 
in a manner becoming a Prince and a gentleman educated at 
the first Court in the world. Higher praise cannot be desired 
by or for him, and to withhold it were injustice, while to exceed 
it were sycophancy. Without indulging in utopian or senti- 
mental dreams, and without believing that a little personal 
intercourse between a young Prince and the denizens of the 
New World can or should have any marked influence upon 
national counsels, we have no doubt that the pleasant memories 
of the visit of the Heir Apparent to the loyal colonists and the 
noble Republicans of the West will generate many kindly 
feelings on both sides of the Atlantic, and that these 
will temd to diminish many of the acerbities out of 
which misunderstandings have not unfrequently arisen. 
Add that the Prince himself has had an advantage which has 
fallen to no other scion of a Royal house, and has had the 
opportunity of learning something of the character of the 
nations of the West, and it may be fairly said that, among 
the many wise-things which Queen Victoria has done, not the 
least wise was the sending of her eldest son on his American 
travels. In a minor but still important degree, the same 
educational process has been adopted with his gallant brother, 
and with valuable results, The nation, warmly approving the 
course taken by its Queen, as warmly congratulates her on the 
return of her eldest Prince, and will be ready with its sympathy 
when Prince Alfred is restored to the happy circle at Windsor. 

Another election has taken place, and again the Conservatives 
have obtained a victory, This time it is at Dartmouth, where 
Mr, Hardy has been seated by the infinitesimal majority of two. 
The death of the veteran Admiral Sir Charles Napier occasions 
a vacancy for one of the metropolitan constituencies, and it is 
rather to be wished than hoped that London electors (as they 
may fairly be called) will endeavour to make choice of a real 
celebrity rather than a local notoriety. While on metropolitan 
topics we may note that the new Consul for the City has 
assumed office, and the usual interruption to business has un- 
pleasantly reminded City men that the 9th of November is still 
a day for a now meaningless pageant. Yet we cling to it 
instinctively, and remember what Horne Tooke, Radical as he 
was, declared—viz., that the apprentice who did not think the 
Lord Mayor the greatest creature in the world would probably 
come to be hanged, So, rendering our homage to the new Chief 
Magistrate, let us wish for him a prosperous and brilliant 
mayoralty, though we cannot help dwelling on the mournful 
lines of a poet of years that are gone, who finely exclaims at 
the close of a song in honour of My Lord— 


How can he have leisure for taking his pleasure ? 
He works like a horse all the time he’s a Mayor. 


Again is an attempt to be made to solve the Road mystery. 
A very informal, and, as it appears to us, a very objectionable, 
kind of inquisition has been made by a magistrate of the 
neighbourhood proprio Marte, and it has elicited nothing but 
nonsense and gossip, But an application is to be made to the 
Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench, who is the chief coroner of 
England, in order to have the first inquest quashed, and a more 
regular inquiry set on foot. The convict in the Stepney case is 
ordered for execution, in spite of energetic employme: , 
certain parties of means of agitation against the verdict—a 
system which seems to be most unfair to juries who endeavour, 
under the most solemn responsibilities, to do their duty, and 
which may also be regarded as a contempt of court, and in both 
points of view ought to be discouraged, except in the almost 
impossible instances of an unsatisfactory trial,

Tue FreNcH TREATY.—The deputation appointed by the 
Birmingham Chamber of Commerce to visit Paris in connection with the 
Treaty, have made their report, in which they express their great satisfaction 
with the new tariff, and pay a graceful tribute to the labours of Mr. Cob jen 
and his colleagues. It is stated in the commercial circles of Nottingham 
that the mode in which duties will be levied upon Nottingham hosiery goods 
will be ad valorem, and that on woollen, merino, and all mixed goods the 
duty will be 15 per cent. The same rate of duty also upon cotton goods, with 
@ prospect of all those duties being ultimately reduced to 10 per cent. Both 
the mode and the rate will be beneficial to the Nottingham trade. 








THE TREATY AND THE TARIFF. 
THEIR PROVISIONS AND PROBABLE RESULTS. 
(From our Special Correspondent.) 





I—BIRMINGHAM AND ITS MANUFACTURES. 

In the plainest language, and within the narrowest possib le compass, 
it is our wish to place before our readers a view of the p resent state of 
British exports to France, and the advantages that are likely to be 
reaped by our native manufacturers frem the commercial tr eaty with the 
French Government and the amended tariff consequent there on. While 
the enumeration of facts will form the chief part of our task, it should 
be understood that we start with the firm belief that the Anglo- 
French treaty will be advantageous to the trade of this country. 
But, in attempting to dispel the false notions spread by 
those who are jealous of the authors of the treaty, and who are 
vexed that the first inkling of its being concluded was not im- 
parted to them, it is equally our duty to warn the public that the 
benefits which may be derived from our convention with France are 
nascent, are prospective, and must be, until our experience increases» 
vague. It may be remembered that the promised “ big loaf” at a low 
price did not make its appearance immediately after the repeal of the 
corn laws, and that it was not till four years afterwards that Sir 
James Graham was enabled to declare to the House of Commons, 
and without fear of denial, that the people really e njoyed cheap 
bread, and that they “knew the reason’ why.” T he new tariff 
must have equally its probation and its period of transition, 
It cannot enrich our coffers in an hour any more than Rome could be 
built ina day. It must be tried. It must be weighed. It must be 
sifted. If necessary, it must be altered. Itisnotameasureof finality, 
It is eminently a measure of progress. For good or for evil it merits 
atrial. It is not so necessary to discourage sanguine hopes as to its 
advantages as to encourage those who are despondent as to its effects, 
Let us wait and see of what the treaty is capable, and what the 
enterprise of English merchants and manufactu rers can do to increase 
its capacity. If the reduction of duties on British goods imported 
into France were infinitesimal it would be still better th an no reduction 
at all. If the duty were fifty per cent it would still be better than an 
entire prohibition. 

The principal articles affected by the instalment of the tariff 
already published are those of a metallic nature, The schedule of 
a mended duties begins at iron ore, and its slag, or refuse, and proceeds 
by pig, bar, and rolled iron to machinery, to rails an d rods, to plates, 
to tools, and to general wardware and ironmo ngery in cast and in 
wrought iron. We have chosen Birmingham as the starting- 
point of our inquiries, not only because it is popularly associated 
with the hardware trade, but because it is in itself the seat of 
many and important hardware manufactures; because it is the 
nucleus of many more outlying factories for the working up 
of iron, and because the metal manufacturers and dealers in 
Birmingham have mostly their agencies and expor t stores in London, 
It will be seen that iron and its alloys, that lead, copper, zinc, brass, 
and tin, and their compounds, are not the only items mentioned in the 
tariff. New duties are imposed on such things as leather, skins, gold 
leaf, carriages, wooden wares, casks, oars, ships, boats, &c. With these 
we have at present nothing to do. It will be sufficient at , this stage of 
our researches to take the metal trade of Birmingham, and to see 
whether the manufacturers of that most important and enterprising 
city are likely to gain or to lose by that increased consumption of 
their goods in France which we are rationally led to expect from a 
modification of the French fiscal laws. 

The origin of the trade of Birmingham is lost in the mazes of 
antiquity : but time out of mind it has been renowned for its fabrics in 
iron and leather. Leland mentions “ Bromwycham ” as a town where 
there were “ manie smithes that use to make knives and all manour 
of cutting tooles, and many lorimers that make bittes, and a great 
many naylers.” Those trades flourish at the present day. The 
“ knives ” made are matchets or cutlasses ; the “ cutting tooles”” are for 
handicraftsmen ; the “ lorimers ” still manufacture sadlers’ ironmongery, 
and thousands of miles of “nail rods” are converted into nails and 
tacks. In the civil wars Birmingham made 15,00 sword-blades for 
the Parliamentary army. After the Restoration the “ toy trade” in 
buttons, brooches, clasps, &c., made head. The manufacture of fire- 
arms began, it is said, about the time of William III. In 1813 the 
Gunbarrel Proof Honse was established. Towards the end of the great 
European war a gun-factory in full work could turn out a musket a 
minute. 

The principal manufactures of Birmingham are now gold and 
silver electro-plating, and the ware so plated by the mercurial 

wrocess; gold and silversmiths’ work (3000 ounces of gold and 
40,000 ounces of silver pass annually through the Assay Office; 
and many more thousand ounces of the precious metals are worked 
up into small ornaments not subject to duty); chandeliers, 
tripods, lamps, &c., in brass, bronze, and ormolu; cabinet brass 
and stamped brass founding; diesinking, medalling, and button- 
making; hooks and eyes; gas pillars, fittings, candelabra, &e. ; rolled 
copper for coins and sheathing ; cut nails (at the Crown Nail Works, 
Newtown Bridge, 20,000,000 nails, varying from 3-16ths of an inch to 
8 inches in length, are made weekly; and an order to the firm for 
10,000,000 is by no means an uncommon one) ; screws, tacks, glass, 
and crystal, in every variety of size and form, from a window-pane to 
a crystal fountain ; guns, swords, pistols, and bayonets (one establish- 
ment can turn out 3000 of the latter every week) ; papier-maché, 
lacquer work, and “toys.” Concerning the last-named article a popular 
misapprehension must be removed, Birmingham has often been called 
the “ toyshop of Europe ;’ but the “toys” which it produces are not 
meant forchildren. Birmingham may have a factory for the production 
of dolls’-eyes ; but it has nothing to do with Noah’s arks, baby -houses, or 
battledores and shuttlecocks. The steel “toy” trade is divided into two 
branches, “the heavy ” and the “light” or “fancy.” Among the 
former are reckoned a variety of tools and articles for domestic use— 
such as sugar-nippers, hammers, pincers, shoemakers’, carpenters’, 
saddlers’, gardeners’, and coopers’ implements. Among “light” steel 
toys are buckles, brooches, clasps, \beads, chatelaines, portemonnaies, 
and cigar-cases of steel. Spoons and forks are likewise manufactured 
in immense numbers. Steel pens are made by millions. Pins are also 
manufactured to a prodigious extent. Then there are jet goods, ivory 
carvings, carriage laces and fringes, carriage lamps and fittings, 
tourists’ camp-boxes, jelly-moulds, kitchen utensils, tea and coffee 
services in Britannia metal ; locks, hinges, latches, bolts in brass and 
iron—a manufacture in which Birmingham is rivalled by Wolver- 
hampton ; railway carriages, tracks, and waggons ; hackney cabs, and 
knifecleaners, Finally, at Soho, near Birmingham, is the historical 
factory for steam-engines founded by James Watt; aud in Shadwell- 
street, Birmingham, is the Royal Copper Mint, where Messrs. Heaton 
and Sons coin hundreds of tons of pence and halfpence every year. A 
million of pieces can be struck every week; and in five years 
375 millions of coins, weighing more than 2000 tons, have been coined 
for various countries. Ee 

These are the chief but not all the manufactures of Birmingham 
and its environs. A large proportion of the articles made are, of 
course, absorbed by domestic consumption and by the requirements of 
the colonies; but the productive power of Birmingham is far from 
having reached its limits, and the manufacturers are naturally anxious 
to increase their export trade to the Continent, and especially to 
France. Let us see how the new tari touches Birmingham ware. To 
take its broad features, we find that the French scale of duties con- 
traste, on the whole, favourably with the import tax levied by the 
German Zollverein, which has generally subjected hard ware to a duty 
of 75f. per 100 kilogrammes (290lb.) The French duties do not 
approach these excessive rates. The Zollvercin levy 375f. for every 
100 kilogrammes of needles, Under the new French tariff the highest 


duty will be less than half, or 150f. Every tourist in France knows 
how abominably bad the French needles are, and it is not unreasonable 
‘o suppose that the Parisian grisettes and couturiéres will prefer 
English-made to French-made needles, if they can get them at 

prices. The duties on iron do not, we admit, look very advantageous 
at the first blush ; but something is gained by keeping wrought-iron 
clamps and hinges distinct from gratings, with or without orna- 
ments, in cast steel, iron, or copper. They were at first classified 
together, but the admission of cast iron mixed with wrought iron 
obtains for the combined ware a lower scale of duty. The manufac- 
turers of carriage-springs lose rather than gain ; 7s. a cwt. isto becharged ; 
and, as the price per cwt. averages 18s., the duty is something like 
40 percent. But this affects Sheffield more than Birmingham. fn the 
staples of the last-named town there is much more room for hope. 
Side arms, bayonets, matchets, cutlasses used to pay 480f. the foo 
kilos ; they are now admitted for 40f, Firearms remain as at present— 
240f. Upon common firelocks, worth perhaps 8s, and weighing 4lb, 
10d. in the pound is a great deal; but upon fowling-pieces worth 
£6 it is not more than 15 percent, Upon the more expensive guns, 
which are mainly exported to France, it will not ex: 7% per cent, 
The duties laid on plated goods are exceedingly liberal. For the 
highest class of Birmingham plated articles it will not be more than 
5 per cent; on the lowest it will not reach 10 per cent. Needles 
are made less at Birmingham than at Redditch, in the neighbourhood.

the new one reduces the import more than 25 per cent, 100f. will now 
be charged; and it will be long ere the French makers will be enabled 
to compete with the English ones in the article of pens, for a very 
high duty is placed on the material for pen-making—sheet steel ; and 
all of this has to be purchased in the English market by the French 
manufacturers. 

In cast iron from the open mould, and in cast iron in the shape 
of cylindrical—pipes, pots, and pans, there is to be a duty ranging 
from 3f. 50c, to 5f., which in 1862 will be further reduced to 
3f, and 4f, 50c., against the total prohibition which formerly existed. 
Hinges, clamps, and bolts will pay 9f. and 8f., in 1860-62, against the 
previous prohibition, Fishhooks (ordinarily execrable in France, and 
very dear) will pay 50f. in lieu of 240f. Small ironmongery, or “ ser- 
rurerie,” such as locks and padlocks, bolts and hinges, flat-bolts, 
window-catches, fastenings, and all iron furniture, turned or filed, will 
pay 15f., and ultimately 127. against the prohibition of heretofore. 

namelled or varnished culinary utensils and household wares are set 
down for 17f. and 20f., to be reduced in 1862 to 14f, and 16f., against 
prohibition. Tools tipped with steel are to be mulcted in 18f aad 15f. 
against the old charge of 150f. The prohibition is taken off non- 
engraved printing-cylinders and manufactures of nickel alloyed with 
copper or zinc (the ware called “ argentine”) ; and 25f. is to be charged 
on wire-gauze, against 180f. under the old tariff.

The report pre- 
sented on Tuesday to the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce by Mr. 
Charles Wagner and Mr, Fletcher, the delegates sent to Paris to assist 
the English commissioners in negotiating the tariff, justifies this conclu- 
sion. Most of the quotations agreed upon by the English agents were 
agreed to by the French Government, who have certainly manifested 
no churlish or niggardly feeling in dealing with the question. These 
quotations were acted upon by the joint commissioners without any 
reference to the French price-list, and, as the reporters point out, had a 
duty of even 30 per cent have been levied on the English valuation of 
their manufactures, it would not have been in contravention to the 
terms of the treaty itself, Iron is not so favourably treatel as other 
metals ; but in many cases where total prohibition formerly existed 
rates of duties are now levied as favourable as any foreign tariff con- 
tains, and in many cases more favourable, essrs, Wagner and 
Fletcher conclude their report by expressing their belief that the very 
encouraging provisions of the tariff will be duly carried out by the 
English commissioners—Messrs, Mallett and Gilvin, and Ricuars 
ConpEN, to whose marvellous perseverance, skill, and enterprise they 
render a deservedly high tribute.

Happily the fire was speedily extinguished, and no damage 
done to the passengers. 

THE WAKEFIELD BRIBERY PROSECUTIONS.—Sir Fitzroy 
Kelly made an application in the Court of Queen's Bench yesterday week for 
a new trial in the case of Mr. W. H. Leatham, of Waketield, who was con- 
victed at the last York Assizes on several charges of bribery. The grounds 
urged were, first, that the prosecution was not, as required by the Corrupt 
Practices Act, instituted within twelve months after the commission of the 
alleged offence; secondly, that if Mr. Leatham was indictable for having 
given money to an agent for the general purposes of bribery he could not in 
subsequent counts be indicted for having directly bribed any particular elector, 
or any number of electors; thirdly, that there was no evidence to support the 
charges that Mr. Leatham had so bribed particular electors; and, lastly, that 
certain evidence produced on the trial was legally inadmissible. On Tues lay 
the Lord Chief Justice granted a rule for a new trial, as the result of two of 
the objections urged by the learned counsel. 


FIRES, AND Loss OF Lire.—Early on Sunday morning a fire 
broke out in the factory and store-rooms of Messrs. Chappell and Co., the 
well-known music publishers and pianoforte makers, in Phamnix-street, Soho. 
The flames soon shot out from every window, and illumined the metropolis 
for miles round. Whilst the fire was raging at its height a tremendous ex- 
plosion, which shook the surrounding houses, occurred in the building, and 
seemed for a time to have extinguished the conflagration. All of a sudden, 
however, the flames burst forth with renewed vigour. The violence of 
the explosion broke, as if it had been a thin stick, a thick cast-iron 
steam pipe, used in the factory in the place of fires for heating the 
glue. The pipe was about seven or eight inches in diameter. Pieces 
of the pipe were blown from the factory window with the swift- 
ness of a cannon shot. <A piece of pipe, about five fect long, after 
knocking away some of the brickwork ; at the top of the second-floor window 
of a house in the court, carried away part of the window and frame, 
tore down part of the ceiling, and finally made a hole right through 
the wainscot on the opposite side of the room. Another piece, about 
two feet long, struck with great violence the wall of the same 
house, rebounded, hit a woman, named Pitt, who was standing with her 
husband in the court, a tremendous blow on the head. She was at once 
taken to Middlesex Hospital ina cab, but died on her way there in her 









husband’s arms. Other pieces were hurled out of the midst of the fire by the 
explosion, and struck several other persons. who were more er less injured, 


| one of whom was found to have sustained very severe, if not dangerous, injuries 


| to the head. The explosion, it is believed, was caused in this manner :—The 


fires in the furnaces having been extinguished, the steam in the boiler and 
the pipes in the drying-room had turned to water; and when the heat of the fire 
became eo intense the water suddenly generated steam so fast and in such quan- 
tities that the pipes, being red with heat, gave way by the pressure of steam, and 
hence the cause of the melancholy catastrophe that ensued. Independently of the 
large loss of veneers and other goods, upwards of 100 valuable instruments have 
been destroyed by the flames.——-About the same time a fire took place in the 
extensive premises of Mr. Vince, a lathrender, in Queen-road, Ratcliff. 
Behind this property were still larger premises, belonging to Messrs. 
Saunderson and Co., shipping-hoop benders, while Church-street Chapel 
adjoined the other sides of the manufacturing premises. The whole of tho 
property of Mr. Vince was destroyed, and of Messrs. Saunderson’s premises. 
The chapel was partly consumed.

Colonel 
Wodehouse explained the difficulty of giving a decision in the artillery 
matches, and stated that he had determined beforehand that overs 
should not count. This match throughout was watched with the 
greatest interest by a number of scientific and other gentlemen. The 
next prize, £50, in two amounts, was presented by J. Pemberton 
we: Esq., for volley-firing.

T. Weleh) ; the second prize to the 25th Liverpool Rifles (Capt. M‘ Niels). 
The mecting was brought to a conclusion on Monday by the completion of the 
match for a purse of £50, presented by the cotton-brokers of Liverpool ; 
second prize, a Whitworth rifle, value 25 guineas, presented by Mr. Whitworth, 
open to all comers, with any rifle and any position. The first prize was won 
by Lieut. E.G. Ick, 2nd C. M. For the 2nd prize there were three ties—viz., 
Mr. James Colquhoun, Instructor of Musketry to the 4th Dragoon Guards ; 
G.R. Dunbar, Esq., and Viscount Fieldiag. In shooting off the tie Mr. Dunbar 
was the winner. During the day a number of sweepstakes were contested, 
and, as most of the gentlemen who entered for the several “ sweeps’ were 
first-class marksmen, the sport was of a most interesting and exciting nature. 
In the course of the afternoon Captain Blakeley experimented with some of his 
guns, which, notwithstanding the strong south-east wind, made some splen did 
practice. 

A NEW ATTITUDE FOR RIFLEMEN.—A letter from Liverpool, describing 
the proceedings at the Lancashire contest, gives an account of a new firing 
position :—‘ One gentleman, said to be an Indian officer, made beautiful 
practice with a Turner rifle. His firing position was somewhat peculiar, but it 
possesses the virtue of perfect steadiness. You sit down on the ground, support 
the barrel of the rifle on the left arm, lay the left hand on the right arm, and, 
drawing up the legs towards the chin, rest the butt of the rifle against the 
middle of the right arm, supporting the toe of the butt on the right knee.

propped up by some pieces of timber against a wall, when the props gave way, 
and the poor fellow’s head was smashed by the engine falling upon him, 


THE ASSOCIATION OF LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE MECHANICS’ 
INSTITUTES held their annual meeting at Manchester on Tuesday. In the 
morning the usual conference of delegates took place, when a highly favour- 
able report was read. Not only has the number of candidates for honours 
increased this year, but “ the majority of the examiners have reported that 
the examination-papers have been better filled up than in any previous year, 
and some of the candidates are surprisingly accurate in their knowledge.” In 
the evening the distribution of certificates and prizes took place in the Free- 
trade Hall, the Duke of Argyll presiding. The noble Duke spoke at consider- 
able length on the subject of education, and expressed in the warmest terms 
his sympathy with the Italians. Mr. Algernon Egerton, M.P., Mr. Bazley, M.P., 
Mr. Oliver Heywood, and Captain Gray, M.P., also took part in the pro- 
ceedings. 

FrrEs.—The warehouses in Strand-street, Liverpool, belong- 
ing to Messrs. Pryde and Co., shipchandlers, were burnt down on Monday 
night. At about seven p.m. the people at Birkenliead were provided with 
another bonfire, which illumined the whole town. This occurred at the 
timber-yard and paint-shop of Mr. Morris, in St. Joln’s-place, and withia 
about seventy yards of St. John’s Church. In less than an hour's time the 
extensive workshop and paint store were utterly destroy ed.—— Early on Sunday 
morning a fire broke out m a farm-building belonging to Mr. G. B. Wilkinson, 
in the neighbourhood of Old Wolverton, which not only caused the destruction 
of much property, but also the lo ss of two men’s lives. It appeared that 
the deceased had been employed during the harvest, and had been allowel 
to sleep in a loft over a cow-shed, which they continued to do until the morn- 
ing of the disaster which led to their untimely deaths.——The warehouse of 
Mesers. Hollins and Sons, hosiers, Houndsgate, Nottingham, was partially 
destroyed by fire on Monday evening. The damage is estimated at upwards of 
a thousand pounds. 


Mr, GLADSTONE AT CHESTER.—A deeply interesting speech 
was delivered by Mr. Gladstone at a banquet given by the Mayor of Chester on 
Monday on the occasion of the distribution of the prizes won at the local rifle 
contest. The right hon, gentleman, in alluding to the volunteer movement, 
discarded the notion that a sense of immediate national danger had called the 
volunteer force into existence. Such an origin would give a temporary rather 
than a permanent existence to the movement, and that it was merely tem- 
porary he altogether denied. While he saw no reason to apprehend an attack 
upon our shores at this particular period, h2 was not insensible to the fact 
that Europe has arrived at a critical era of her history. Among other dis- 
turbing causes, there was the present condition of Turkey. He did not con- 
demn the rescue of the “sick man’’ from the Czar's tender grasp, but it was 
important to bear in mind that “ the repression of Russia was not the re- 
generation of Turkey, and that Europe has still much to do in that quarter of 
the globe before the political horizon can be cleared.” He rejoiced, therefore, 
that, at a time when “the greatest questions stand for solution, England 
should, both morally and physically, be strong.” The right hon. gentleman, 
of course, expressed his warm sympathy with Italy, and assured the volunteers 
‘that they had contributed to the settlement of Italy by helping to make Eng- 
land strong.” The consolidation of the Italian peninsula he regarded as a 
“new guarantee for the permanent and solid peace of Europe”—taking care, 
however, to remind his audience that there is such a thing as a hollow and 
treacherous peace, a “ peace {maintaine! by the armed forve of the stranger 
trampling upon the necks of men and talking of order and of law when, in 
point of fact, he (the stranger) is himself the violator of both.” 


HALTON PAROCHIAL CLOTHING Socrety,— The annual 
meeting of this society took place in the schoolroom at Halton on Monday 
week ; Sir Richard Brooke, Bart., the founder and patron of the society, took 
the chair. The usual prayers were offered up by the clergyman of the 
chapelry, and a report was given of the year’s proceedings. Sir Richard read 
the rules of the society, and expressed his satisfaction in mee ting so large a 
number of the wives and children of those labourers who resided and worked 
in the district. He pointed to the bundles about to be distributed, containing 
comfortable clothing to the amount of £230, as a proof that much good had 
been effected by the society. The poor had been encouraged to lodge their 
pence each week with their treasurer, and to the savings of each person five 
shillings were now at the close of the year added, and thus each member had 
obtained a supply of decent and com fortable clothing for the winter. They 
were helped by the society to help themselves; and it always gave him (Sir 
Richard Brooke) the ‘greatest pleasure to assist his poor neighbours; and he 
begged to express his sincere thanks to those ladies of the parish who so 
zealously assisted in this good work. Want of clothing was often made an 
excuse among the poor for not attending church. That excuse could not now 
be offered at Halton; and he pressed upon the members of the society the 
importance of attending church each Sunday, and the pleasure it would give 
him to see them in the seats provided for them. The pleasure of the meeting 
was greatly enhanced by the presence of the Countess of Meath, who assisted 
her father (Sir Richard Brooke) twenty-five years back to establish the society. 
During the distribution the school band played many airs on the green, and 
the business terminated with three hearty cheers for Sir Richard Brooke, the 
Countess of Meath, and the ladies who conduct the business of the society. 


THE BIRKENHEAD Dock WorKs,—The process of admitting 
water into the great float at Birkenhead was commenced on Thursday week. 
In consequence of the immense space to be filled, and the entrance gate being 
only fifty feet wide, the operation extended over several days. The Liverpool 
Mercury states that the completion of this portion of the gigantic dock works 
now in progress at Birkenhead will have the effect of at once relieving the 
docks on the Liverpool side from their present inconveniently crowded state, 
particularly in the case of very large vessels, although in this respect the 
advantages to be derived from the opening of the Great Float will not be 
fully realised until the completion of the low-water basin of fourteen acres,which 
will form the middle entrance into this enormous dock—the largest in the 
world. The Great Float itself, which extends from the dock warehouses to 
the Wallasey Bridge, contains a water area of about 120 acres. In the centre 
it is divided into two portions by a bridge which crosses a passage of 100 feet. 
This dock will at all times have a depth of water from twenty-two to twenty- 
four feet. The total area of water space of the Birkenhead docks will be 
abont 170 acres; the area of quay space about 280 acres; and the lineal 
measurement of quay space 17,000 yards. Now that the Great Float 
is opened, a lineal quay space of from 8000 to 9000 yards will at once 
be made available, and this again will bring into commercial use 
about 200 acres of land on the margin. “The whole of the dock works on 
the Cheshire side are rapidly progressing, although their completion will be 
much later than the time fixed upon in 1858, when the plans were determined 
on. The Birkenhead docks, when completed, will have cost the Mersey Docks 
and Harbour Board about £2,000,000, of which £200,000 will have been 
expended in deepening the upper float, and the remainder in the construction 
of the outer works and the completion of the Great Float, 
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LITERATURE AND ART. 

Now, how can high art come out of Bray’s traction-engine. What 
can Renaissance sculpture in its noblest and most picturesque form 
have to do with a broad-wheeled waggon, or rather truck, dragged 
along Piccadilly by one of the most unsightly, panting, groaning 
lumbering locomotives that ever afflicted human eyes. Thus much, 
It was lately our privilege to be impeded in our vehicular progress to 
the city—we will not say whether we were in a brougham, a Hansom, 
or modestly perched upon the knifeboard of an omnibus—by a 
monstrous chariot which we at first imagined to be the phantom of 
the late Duke of Wellington’s funeral car. Then we thought of the 
approaching 5th of November, and hazarded an opinion that the 
largest Guy in Europe was being paraded through the streets ; or that 
Mr. Wyatt's equestrian prodigy had come down—horse, cocked 
hat, and all—from the summit of Mr. Decimus Burton's arch; 
and was taking a stroll, « la Comandatore, in order to sup with Don 
Giovanni in the evening. Time, however, and closer inspection soon 
convinced us of our mistake, We found that we were following 
Baron Marochetti’s magnificent statue of Richard Coeur de Lion, 
which, with the assistance of the steam dragon imprisoned in the 
boiler of a traction-engine, was slowly journeying from Belgravia to 
St. Stephen’s, Richard of the Lion Heart, mounted on his fiery steed, 
waving his good sword in all the dignity of gun-metal, is now 
definitively settled in Palace-yard. He does not match very well with 
the globular lamps at the Peers’ entrance or the shabby architectural 
accessories of the law courts; but he looks, nevertheless, very grand 
and very chivalrous. The gifted Marochetti has himself superintended 
the casting as well as the modelling of the statue, and the result is a 
massive, bold, and vigorous work, mechanically as well as artistically 
perfect. We had begun to bewail the fact that this talented sculptor 
was a foreigner, till we remembered that Bailey, Gibson, and Lough 
were Englishmen, 

Fired doubtless with emulation at the medisval precedent just set 
up in Palace-yard, we see that the gentlemen on whom it devolves to 
prepare the programme of the Lord Mayor's Show have this year 
revived the Man in Brass, with his knightly satellites in steel, copper, 
and generally coalscuttle armour. We do not object to the Man in 
Brass taken de jwre—that is, in Sir Samuel Meyrick’s work on ancient 
armour, and in the armoury of at the Tower of London; but we do 
object to him and his brother Paladins, from Barclay and Perkins’s, it 
may be, clattering along the Poultry in all their panoply of pots and 
pans. The Man in Brass is a clear anachronism, and it was not wise to 
resuscitate him. 

The Anglo-Indian community has sustained a severe loss in the 
death of Dr, Buist, for many years editor of the seagme journal of 
Bembay, and, moreover, a profound Oriental scholar and a proficient 
in natural history. Throughout the Bombay Presidency, and, indeed, 
throughout India generally, Dr. Buist was known and respected. He 
was, nevertheless, at one time the object of the fiercest invectives on the 

art of Sir Charles Napier—not the gallant old Admiral just deceased, 
Put the tough and pugnacious Sir Charles, the victor of Meanee, the 
warrior who wrote the shortest despatch (after veni, vidi, vici) on 
record. Thus ran the communication—“ Peccavi—I have sinned” 
(Scinde). And he had it, too; and, moreover, many a bone to pick 
with Dr. Buist. Sir William Napier, in his biography of his heroic 


brother, likewise takes occasion to call the doctor some highly uncom- - 


plimentary names. No hatreds are so bitter as those engendered by 
the squabbles of Indian officers with the conductors of the Indian press. 

At Birmingham, this present week, we strolled in to see the 
Exhibition of the Society of Artists resident in that good city. The 
Birmingham painters come out very satisfactorily ; and among them we 
are glad to give a good word to Messrs. C. T. Burt, Peter Hollins, H. 
H. H. Horsley, and Allen Everitt. The architectural studies of the 
last-named gentleman are capital. The exhibition, is not, however, 
entirely local. Some of the princes of the pencil, past and present, are 
contributors. There is the elaborate “Christmas in the Olden Time,” 
by Daniel Maclise, wonderful in drawing and in finish, but hard in 
touch and chalky in colour. There is a pulpy life study by Etty—two 
human peaches in a frame of gold; and some excellent works by 
Wingfield, Hammersley, M‘Kewan, Duffield, and Webster the 
Acadethician. A thoroughly art-loving place is Birmingham. We 
walked some seventy yards down New-street, coming from the palatial 
Townhall to the comfortable Hen and Chickens Hotel, behind two 
unmistakable midland “ Roughs,” in bulging corduroy, whose con- 
versation we could not help hearing. What do you think they were 
talking about? Why, Rosa Bonheur’s “ Horse Fair,” the engraving 
of which they had been apparently just inspecting. ‘ Oi loike t’ slap- 
dash manner on't,” quoth Rough the first. “ Truly, lad,” quoth Rough 
the second ; and we entered the Hen and Chickens, and saw them no 
more. Who shall say that Art is not appreciated in the English 
provinces ? 

We were avery small boy indeed when the name of Alfred Crowquill, 
as a graphic and humorous delineator of human whims and oddities, 
was already deservedly popular, Who does not remember the “ Nose 
out of joint,” and the exquisite pen-and-ink drawing of the ‘‘ Forester,’ 
exhibited, we are afraid to remember how many years ago, at the Royal 
Academy ? The public, to their sorrow, have not seen much of Alfred 
Crowquill lately ; but we are glad to find him in the field again with a 
book written and illustrated by himself, in his own whimsical style, 
called “The Gooroo Simple,” being the narrative of the surprising 
adventures of a certain wise Hindoo and certain of his disciples. The 
book is most excellent fooling, but contains beside a mine of recondite 
Oriental lore, necessitating even the addition of an index and a glossary ; 
and, moreover, there is a vein of quaint philosophy running through 
it very pleasant to peruse. - 

The reception of the famous monastic orator, the Pere Lacordaire, is 
fixed for the 6th of January. Parisian curiosity is on the qui vive to 
know what kind of eulogium he will bestow, ———. to custom, on 
his predecessor, and whether he will compliment the Emperor in his 
own personal address, For other literary intelligence from Paris, let 
us add that the illustrious advocate, Berryer, has published a vigorously 
and defiantly eloquent protest against the menaced Governmental 
interference with the privileges of free speech enjoyed by the French 
Bar. Then, again, M. Louis Veron has published a pompous little 
book about Paris and its theatres, which everybody is abusing; and a 
certain feuilletonniste, called Siraudin de Sacy—it should, properly, be 
Siropdin de Sucy—has set up a shop for the sale of bonbons. A monk 
in the Academy, a barrister vainly protesting against the enslavement 
of his order, the ex-director of the Constitutionnel concocting a guide- 
book, and a fashionable journalist selling sweetstuff—what more could 
be wanting to cap the climax of the glory of the French capital.

Mr. Phillip in his career affordagp remarkable and gratifying example 
of the influence of chan; nge of e upon an artist’s style In his 
earlier works he confined himself exclusively to subjects suggested by 
the scenery and ckaracteristics of his native Highlands. Beginning to 
feel the want of more varied material, however, he some years ago 
went to Spain, and soon became as completely imbued with the tone 
of southern life and the glowing hues of southern skies as he had 
previously been with the sterner and colder features of the north. The 
result has been asuccession of pictures of domestic subjects and studies 
of character from a quarter hitherto almost unexplored by the artists 
of Europe, combined with a treatment of colour more and glow- 
ing than that which has hitherto distinguished the English suheat and 
the example of which cannot fail to exercise a useful influence over 
the rising artists of the day. 

Among the most striking and touching subjects of Spanish life pro- 
duced by Mr. Phillip is that of “The Prison Window,” an admirable 
engraving of which, by Mr. Barlow, is now before us. The scene is 
the outside of the Prison of Seville, where a dark-skinned, hard- 
featured man is confined for smuggling, robbery, assassination, or some 
other offence against the laws, but who yet a warm and tender 
heart for his darling child, and his fond, unhappy wife. The latter 
holds the young unconscious urchin—shortly, perhaps, doomed to 
become an —- 7 the grated window, where the father eagerly 
embraces it ugh the bars, the poor woman endeavouring to con- 
ceal her own tears from her husband, whilst she silently presses his 
brawny hand which rests on the head of their child. On the ground 
by her side is the basket in which she has brought a store of bread and 
fruit for the prisoner. In the background is an old woman endeavour- 
ing to persuade the sentinel to allow her, also, an interview with some 
loved relation consigned to that grim dungeon. A cross, with an in- 
scription appended, roughly painted on the wall, speaks of some act of 
assassination which has been perpetrated within the very purlieus of 
the prison,—perhaps the very crime for which our interesting hero is 
now incarcerated. This touching episode has been treated with a 
vigorous and feeling hand by the painter, and his story has been 
admirably translated in the engraving. 





BaRKER’s PICTURE OF THE RELIEF OF LUCKNOW. 

This interesting picture has been removed from its old quarters at 
the West-End to Messrs, Hayward and Leggatt’s, Cornhill, where it 
daily attracts a numerous succession of visitors. Since we formerly 
saw it considerable improvements and some additions have been made 
to the picture, which materially heighten its value as an historical 
record, The portrait of Lord Clyde has now been repainted from actual 
sittings of the gallant Genel, as also have those of Sir J. Inglis, 
Brigadier Russell, and others; whilst portraits of Colonel Allison, 
Captain Allgood, and Captain Moorsom have been added.

She sang Donizetti's air “O luce di 
quest’ anima,” and “ The Last Rose of Summer ;’ displaying, in both, 
her beautiful voice and her fine taste and expression. Signor Palmieri 
made a very favourable impression by his chaste and pleasing execution 
of Macfarren’s elegant ballad from “Robin Hood,” “ My own, my 
guiding star;” and by his performance, with Mdme.' Hayes, 
of the duet “ Parigi, O cara,” from the “ Traviata.” We 
observed with satisfaction that the common fault of J/engthiness 
will be avoided. On Saturday the performance began at three o'clock 
and terminated at four. We hopeSthat this rational course will be 
adhered to.

LycreuM.—Mr., Stirling Coyne has contrived a pleasant little 
comedietta, adapted from a French piece, entitled “ Les Fleurs Animées,” 
which on Monday evening was placed with success on this stage. He 
has called it “ Pets of the Parterre; or, Love in a Garden.” The 
heroine, Albertine, Countess de Hainville (Miss M. Ternan), adopts the 
plot to humour the speculations of her lover; and her servant, 
Fanchette (Miss Lydia Thompson), to whom the notion is due, sup- 

rts the principal role in the supernatural drama, which goes off in the 
iveliest manner. The flowers are all impersonated by young ladies 
attendant on the Countess, The assumption of the Camellia gives 
occasion for much satiric, ironic, or wsthetic dialogue, which is well 
conducted between the half-lunatic hero, Leon Dorville (Mr. Henry 
Neville), and Miss Hudspeth. The Countess herself masks as the 
Heartease, and her maid as Zephyr, who claims the extensive privilege 
of kissing all the flowers of the garden, There is also an amusing 
footman, by Mr. John Rouse, and Pierre, an old gardener, by 

. J. Morris, which, though a slight part, is very distinctively 
sketched. The piece is a mixture of many sorts, There are music, 
singing, talking, and dancing, blended in about equal proportions, in 
its composition. It is further set off by some remarkably good 
scenery, in which Mr. William Callcott has shown much taste; 
and the music, by Mr. George Loder, is very catching. One 
song, comparing ladies to flowers, sung by Mr. Rouse, was encored. 
Previous to this delightful little piece, the melodrama of “The 
Wept of the Wish-ton-Wish” was revived, in which Mdme. Celeste 
supported the character of Naccamattah with even more than her 
usual power. Her pantomime was exquisitely expressive, and evoked 
the tear of sympathy on many a fair cheek. Mr. Lyon, too, as Major 
ow was powerfully pathetic; and Mr. J. Rouse, asthe chief of the 
Mud-Turtles, exhibited a never-failing fundof humour. The entertain- 
ments concluded with Mr. Planché’s comic drama, of “Grist to the 
Mill,” in which Miss Rose Howard sang some favourite ballads with 
effect.

THE FARM, 


THE me Agricultural Society held their monthly council on Wedues- 
day, and discussed a variety of topics. First and foremost, it was 
decided to extend the Leeds meeting to five days. On Monday and 
Tuesday the admission is to be five shillings, for the stock and imple- 
ment yards combined; on Wednesday 2s, 6d., and on Thursday and 
Friday, 1s. The Leeds authorities, who are working the thing in the 
most spirited style, were <7 anxious to have a sixpenny day om 
Saturday; but the council felt that it would not be right, either 
to put exhibitors to the ry of keeping their cattle in the town 
till Monday or to tempt m to travel all Sunday. The special 
—— is very large, ewe 4 we believe, to £700 or thereabouts. 
t was proposed to give fat-stock premiums, but the society did not 
wish to introduce such a totally new principle. Flax and wool have all 
special premiums ; and, besides giving prizes for model cottages, it is said 
Leeds intends to build one or two, in order to illustrate the plans 
approved of at the recent meeting of the Yorkshire Agricultural Society. 
‘The question as to whether members are to be admitted free will be 
submitted to a select committee. The proposition does not seem very 
ogg as there is such a danger of transfer. Hence, in all proba- 
ility, if it is granted, it will only be for one day, and then it is hardly 
worth having. It has been settled to publish the Journal in August 
instead of July, and by this arrangement the reports of the Stock and 
Implement Stewards will appear in it instead of being thrown over to 
the February number. At present the award-sheet is always published 
in the July number; but, except as a mere invoice of prize-animal 
owners, it is utterly useless for reference, as the editor studiously 
omits the pedigree and even the names of all the winning stock. 
When this point is given with such care in the catalogue, on what pos- 
sible grounds is it cmitted here, except for the sake of saving a few 
pages of type and paper ? 

A very fine wheat seed-time is being fast brought to a close, and, 
judging from letters we have received from four counties very widely 
apart, it will be finished quite as soon as the harvest. /n medio 
tutissimus ibis has lost all its ancient force as regards the harvest 
this year, and thoze who took time quite by the forelock, or lingered 
till the Ides of October, are the only ones who have got their crops in 
in anything like condition. In fact, without very extensive mixing with 
foreign, a great deal of wheat will not be marketable at all; but still 
barley is turning up a great deal better than was expected. The 
Upnor zinc and wood ventilating tubes have been busy at work 
in converting wet fodder into dry, and drying grain both in the 
stack and in bulk; but we doubt whether in the latter 
case they will supersede the old plan of turning grain. The 
recent wet season, which kept the land in a _ state of 
paste for months, has made the work of the harrows excessively difficult, 
and it has been all they can do to make mould on some soils, The 
turnips have had a good autumn growth, and no longer wear that mere 
radish appearance they once had; but still they will be far from a 
heavy crop, and _ hear from every farmer that “it will not be a 
mangel year.” ‘The autumn keep is pretty plentiful ; but the prospect 
of a small supply of winter food is producing a great fall in store 
stock, and lambs can be got on an average eight shillings lower than 
this time last year, The housewives have also had their poultry 
troubles. Turkey broods have been very unfortunate in many places, 
and the hens have got so “colded through” by the damp weather 
during the moulting that the egg production for months past has been 
most limited. A few weeks ago we heard of an eminent fancier who 
declared that his 125 hens just managed one egg a day between them. 
He attributed it very much to the wet and absence of sun, which 
rendered it impossible for them to get rid of vermin by rolling, 

Mr. Kirkham, the celebrated sheep-breeder, died lately at the age of 
seventy-four, The event was fearfully sudden, and took place as he 
was returning in his carriage from the funeral of a relative to his home 
at Hundleby. He removed some years since from Hagnaby, where he 
first won his fame as a breeder of Lincolns. His fine judgment—com- 
bined with the aptitude of the district round Hagnaby and Partne 
(of sheep-fair renown) to bring his Lincolns to a very great size—made 
his ram-letting quite a red-letter day in the county. When his flock were 
removed to his Stickney farm he discontinued the lettings and took 
his rams to Peterborough fair, where they generally achieved a very 
large average. In his pure shorthorn stock he went more for size 
than fashion, and cared less for them in comparison with his longwools. 

The subject of preserving mangold leaves has been brought before 
the public by Professor Voelker, He recommends that they should be 
packed tightly in pits with salt, if possible in sandy, po soil, aw 
they are apt to rot inclay. The layers of leaves should be salted at 
six-inch intervals, at the rate of one cwt. to a ton and a half of leaves, 
with an intermixture of chaff, and the whole pressed down tight with 
heavy stones, We are not aware whether Mr. Huxtable rigidly observed 
the whole of this prescription, but, if our memory serves us, he failed 
to carry out his idea of preserving them from rot, 

The Newmarket Farmer’s Club wound up the agricultural gatherings 
of the year, and in another three weeks Birmingham will inaugurate 
the winter fat-stock session, This was only the second anniversary at 
Newmarket, and hence the show of stock was small, and, with the 
exception of a good pair of shorthorn heifers and a shorthorn yearling 
bull bred by Mr. Jonas Webb, not very remarkable. Lady Pigot did 
not exhibit, but brought seven of her herd into the extra-stock classes, 
Among them were The Earl of Surrey (intended, we believe, for the 
rr Duchess of Gloucester, Empress of Hindostan, Queen of 
Athelstane, and Almack’s Belle, &c., which made up a very rare 
array. At the dinner in the evening Mr, Torr (who went down with 
Mr. John Booth as judge) = to the very great waste of horse- 
ae in the Suffolk and Cambridgeshire waggons, and the very 
xeavy accoutrements which they have to carry. Among other herd 
on dits we hear that Lord of the Valley has gone from Warlaby to 
Branches Park for two months, and that ‘a 50-guinea advance on the 
100 gs. she fetched at Captain Spencer's sale has been refused for 
Prince Talleyrand’s dam La Valliere, who now forms part of that herd.

I would 
buy almost as much as could be furnished me, for box in England is getting 
scarce, and whitethorn is the best of substitutes for wood engravers. This 
just illustrates the way in which mines of riches exist among us, of whose 
very existence we hardly dream until we find we have destroyed them. Bass 
wood, button wood, white (or tulip-tree) wood, curly birch, and other kinds of 
timber, which used to be thought valueless, are now beginning to form 
articles of considerable consumption and export.’’

THE career of this cypitalist, one of 
the most eminent of railway-con- 
tractors, strikingly exemplifies the fact 
that Commerce is becoming a vast 
commonwealth, knowing less and less 
distinction of country throughout 
the world. Not more than a quarter 
of a century back Salamanca was a 
student in the University of Granada, 
rather distinguished, he says himself, 
for bearing on his back the oldest 
and most worn of cassocks, At a 
somewhat later date he became a 
member of the Spanish press, in con- 
nection with the Advisador Mala- 
are From the press he was trans- 

ted to the Cabinet of Queen 
Christina as Finance Minister, and 
the capacity which he brought to 
monetary affairs is thought by some 
to have imparted the first impulse 
to the astonishing resuscitation of 
Spain. In the present day, if there 
be any comprehensive enterprise in 
that country, its success is deemed 
certain so soon as Don José de Sala- 
manca takes it under his patro . 
Spain has been ishing for the 
iron network which forms the means 
of communication in other countries, 
and it is Salamanca who is developing 
it. Already he has called into exist- 
ence many famous lines. One small 
railway, realising a profit of not less 
than £5000 a month, is said to be 
entirely his own. e has under- 
taken to establish the Santander, 
Lisbon, and rto line, which not 
only connect Portugal and Spain, 
but affords to the interior of the 
latter direct access to the chief 
Iberian ports on the Atlantic. He 
has been mainly instrumental in the 
formation of the line from New York, 
now an outport of Kuropean trade, to 
the Missouri by the Grand Trunk, of 
which the Atlantic and Great 
Western is the middle and com- 
pleting portion. While factions are 
contending for the possession of 
Naples, in the very midst of the latest 
discussions between the flying King 
and the victorious Li , the Ad- 
ministration of the day—it happened 
to be that of Francis Il.—closed a 
contract by which Salamanca is to 
construct a railway in Naples; and 
there can be no reasonable doubt that, 
whatever Government may be estab- 
lished in the country, that régime of 
the railway will survive. The extra- 
ordinary power displayed in these cos- 
mopolitan operations could scarcely 
have retained the energy required if 
the man had not still been animated 
by the ardour of his youth, This trait was happily educed by an 
incident which happened lately. Once a week—every Thursday— 
Salamanca keeps an open table, at which he receives, amongst others, 
the politicians and writers of the moderate y. A dozen of the 
minor journalists of Spain, possibly with a spice of satire in the pro- 


ject, invited the great capitalist to a dinner on the most economic’ 


scale. Upon the table, in the ar where a basket of flowers is 
usually placed, stood a pyramid of books, surrounded by the busts of 
Cervan' Calderon, Lope de Vega, and Velasquez, In returning 
thanks when his health was , Salamanca referred to his Uni- 
versity experience, and his labours as a journalist in Malaga, “ Then,”

he went on to say, “ the love of "one took possession of my soul, and 
it was at Madrid that I found the object of my adoration; but not, 
alas! without the loss of all my juvenile illusions, Believe me, 
gentlemen, the man who can satisfy all his wishes has no more enjoy- 
ment, Keep to the course you have entered on, I advise you, 
Rothschild’s celebrity will expire on the day of his death. Immortality 
can be earned, not bought.

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ARRIVAL OF THE FIRST TRAIN OF THE ATLANTIC AND GREAT WESTERN RAILROAD AT JAMES TOWN FROM NEW YORK 
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THE ATLANTIC AND GREAT 
WESTERN RAILROAD. 
THE first train of the Atlantic and 
Great Western Railway has sped its 
course, and the stupendous under- 
taking which for ten years has occu- 
pied the attention and absorbed the 
capital of commercial and moneyed 
men has at length reached a stage 
of its completion that almost guaran- 
tees a rapid and indisputable success. 

To appreciate the importance of 
the event which our Engraving illus- 
trates—the arrival of the first train 
from New York at James- State 
of New York—the reader sh: bein- 
formed that the line just opened is re- 
markable for completing a junction 
without which two great vetieate in 
the region which it traverses have 
hitherto been deprived of half their 
utility. It is remarkable, too, as - 
plying an immediate connected high- 
way from the chief emporium of the 
United States to the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers, and all the vast re- 
gions watered by those giant streams, 

The line was contemplated more 
than thirty years ago, by the 
of American engineers, De Witt Clin- 
ton. It is needed as the high road 
from east to west; it is required for 
the settlers who already throng the 
whole breadth of territory which it 
serves; and it passes through what 
Clinton called “the most valuable 
region of the United States.” “No 
part of the _ presents such an 
extent of uniform fertility.” 

Already the New York and Erie 
Railway supplied the first section 
of this magnificent high road ; further

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means for what are by courtesy termed “ repairs,” but what are literally 
reconstructions ; sad it is not till many years after its first opening 
that the real building of the railway is completed. We should err in 
supposing that there is any bad economy in a plan which, as we have 
mer is a consequence of peculiar circumstances in the States. 
railways are far more profitable than our own, and they

(From our City Correspondent.) 
OWING to the unfavourable state of the exchanges at New York, the limited 
nature of our importations of the precious metals, the continued activity in 
the demand for gold for export purposes, and the prospect of a rise in the 
value of money at the Bank of England, very few operations of importance 
have taken place in Home Securities during the present week.

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THE NEW INDIAN FINANCE

Mr. SaMveL Late, M.P. for the Wick Burghs, 
and Secretary of the T , who has just 
accepted the seat at the Indian Council in Calcutta 
rendered vacant by the death of Mr. Wilson, is a 
man of no ordinary ability, and of distinguished 
antecedents, academical, commercial, and political. 
He is the son of Mr. S. Laing, of Papdale, Orkney 
(the accomplished translator from the Icelandic 
of the Heimskringla, and the author of the works 
called “ Notes of a Traveller in France, Norway, 


‘ age. 
He entered St, John’s College, Cambri: in 1829, 
and “came out” second wrangler in 1832, He 
was immediately elected Fellow of St. John’s, and 
‘was for many years a private (mathematical) 
tutor of the hi t classin Cambridge. He was 
called to the Bar by the Hon. Society of Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1840, but does not appear at once to have 
practised his profession, being appointed private 
secretary to Mr, Henry Labou (now Lord 
Taunton) when President of the Board of Trade. 
On the formation of the railway department of 
the Board of Trade he was made the secretary. 
‘Thence dated his rise in commercial, and ultimately 
in political life; his aptitude for business, and 
his thorough acquaintance with the details of 
railway management at home and abroad, Mr. 
Laing being favourably known under the suc- 
cessive administrations of Mr. Labouchere, the 
Earl of Ripon, Mr. Gladstore, and Lord 
Dalhousie. In 1844 he published an elaborate 
“Report on British and Foreign Railways,” 
and in the same year gave valuable evidence 
before a Committee of the House of Commons, in 
which it is especially to be noted he recommended 
the running of parliamen’ trains at a minimum 
rate of payment. Lord Dalhousie nominated 
Mr. Laing in 1845 a member of the railway com- 
mission, The commission was soon dissolved, and 
Mr. Laing returned to the bar, where he enjoyed 
considerable “ parliamentary” practice. In 1848 
he was made chairman and managing director of 
the Brighton Railway Company, and during his 
five years of office the passenger traffic on the 
line was nearly doubled. In 1852 he became 
chairman of the Crystal Palace Company. He 
has been engaged in the direction of the Grand 
Central and Grand Junction Railways in France ; 
of the Antwerp and Rotterdam and Simbart lines 
in Holland; and the Great Western Railway of 
. Mr, Laing was first returned for the 
Wick district of Burghs, in July, 1852, as a 
Liberal and Free-trader, professing “ cordial 
sympathy with the great principles of civil and 
religious liberty ;” but not unwilling to support 
Lord Derby, “if he brought forward good 
measures.”

A letter in a ees gives the following 
animated account of the scene at Naples on the 
eventful morning of the 21st ult.:—“ A day in 
Naples !—and such a day has Naples never seen ! 
Wearied in body, and yet more so by the stro: 
emotions of my mind, I sit down, at the ona 
the 21st of October, 1860, to give you a narrative 
of events which have at times unmanned me. From 
slavery to liberty, from death to life—such is 
the change which I have seen come over the 
people of Southern Italy this day; and you will 
not consider it as exaggerated A Ravel in one 
who has lived, and suffered, and s pathised 
with this oppressed race so long, and whose 
had been steeped in gall for so many years, if I 
say that I can scarcely command myself to report 
what I have heard and seen, and so deeply felt. 
It was a beautiful morning when the early bells 
were rung—a stormo, as it is called—and sum- 
moned the people to perform their first duties as 
free men ; and, joining the multitude, I made the 
round of several quarters, that I might“see;with 
my ‘ very own eyes’ what was passing. Demon- 
strations, and deputations, and are, of course, 
as plentiful as blackberries; we are accustomed 
to them, so that nothing detained us untilZwe 
arrived in the large Palace-yard, which was 
nearly filled with National Guards arranged in a 
hollow square, Bands were playing, and com- 
panies filing off after having given their votes, and 
fresh voters were coming up by ‘streets’ to throw 
in their all-decisive ‘Si.’ ”

MR, LUSK’S 


GAETA, 


Tae King of Naples has retired to Gaeta as his last stronghold, and 
this fortress may be said to be his prison as well as his refuge, for the 
Sardinian General had on Saturday last taken up a position at Mola, 
aout three miles from Gaeta. Victor Emmanuel crossed the 
Garigiiano on Wednesday week, the enemy falling back before him upon 
Gaeta. Their line of march lay along that of the coast. Attacked in 
front with great spirit by the Piedmontese troops, and assailed on 
their right, according to a telegram from Naples by the fleet, the 
Bourbon army dispersed, leaving in the hands of the victors tents, 
waggons, matériel, and a very large number of prisoners. The victory 
was so complete that General Sonnaz was able to advance to the very 
walls of Gaeta, and has taken upa position at Mola, which is only 
turee miles from the fortress. 

The Number of this Journal for the 15th of September last con- 
tained an Engraving of the Town and Castle of Gaeta, from a drawing 
by Samuel Read ; and we now give, on the first page, a view in Gaeta 
from a sketch by the same gentleman. Annexed are some iculars 
from “Murray's Handbook” respecting the town and fortress :— 
“ The town of Gaeta stands at the base of a rounded hill, crowned by 
the tomb of Munatius Plancus, now a fortress, and on a projecting 
headland, which advances into the sea and forms the north end of the 
extensive bay anciently called the Sious Caietanus, and still known as 
the Golfo di Gaeta, The west side of the bay was studded with 
Roman villas.

THE WAR IN CHINA. 


THE various correspondents have described with admirable clearness the bricf 
campaign on the Tien-T'sin-Ho. A more brilliant series of exploits is not to be 
found in the history of our wars with the Chinese. There was really fighting, 
a thing of rare occurrence in these encounters. Hitherto the Chinese have 
shown greater aptitude for flight than fight. But here they stood and fought 
as well as any troops could be expected to fight against odd». It is true they 
were behind stout parapets ; but, on the other hand, we had a superior artil- 
lery. Indeed, the two striking facts of the brief war are—first, the triumphant 
success of the Armstrong gun, and, next, the sturdy valour of the Mantchou 
Tartars and the Chinese gunners. 


THE ATTACK ON THE SIX-HO AND TANG-KOW INTRENCHED CAMPS. 

The telegrams received last week gave but imperfect outlines of the contest. 
The resistance was more steady and more desperate than might have been 
inferred from those brief messages, and the operations had a wider scope. 
From Pehtang, the road tothe Tien-Tsin-Ho runs along a raised causeway, and 
and for half the distance the ground on both sides was almost impracticable 
for guns and cavalry. The causeway strikes the Tien-Tsin-road at Tang-Kow, 
at a point where the river curves ly to the south and comes up again 
northward, and then fiows south-easterly into the sea. Between this cause- 
a +y the river below the loop and the sea, are the northern forts, really, 
as it turns out, very strong works, and defended in front by Tang-Kow, and 
several intrenched camps, having their left at Sin-Ho, five or six miles higher up 
the river. This was the space occupied by the enemy on the north bank, and 
he had with considerable ingenuity supported the northern works by batteries 
on the south intended to cx 1 the app b The object of the allies 
was to turn the Tartar left, ther weakest point; and therefore, on the 12th 
of August, the allied columns, our own taking the right, quitted the causeway, 
and, after struggling through the abounding mud with great labour, emerged 
on firm ground. The British forces—artillery, infantry, and cavalry—made 
a sweep to the right, thus turning the Tartar left, and coming down upon 
them unexpectedly near Sin-Ho. And here the superiority of the Armstrong 
gun began to show itself. In short, its fire secured the preliminary victory. 
The infantry were not engaged, except in skirmishing order. The cavalry 
caught as many Tartars as they could, and a mere handful of Sikhs charged 
masses of the enemy’s horse without the slighest hesitation. But it was the 
guns which did the business. Nearly every shell told with terrible effect, and 
it is admitted that under this disadvantage the Tartar horse acted like brave 
men. The poor fellows were badly armed, but they did not fly until it was 
useless to stand. The intrenchments were all carried, one after another, with 
very little loss on our side. By the victory we gained possession of the road to 
Tien-Tsin, and access to the river above the main forts on both banks, 

The Chinese were now driven into the large work they had formed across 
the mouth of the loop in the river above described. Their intrenched camp 
here had a front of three miles. It was supported by batteries on the other 
bank of the river intended to the tire on the flank of any force advancing from 
the direction of Sin-Ho. The 14th was set apart for carrying this intrenchment. 
But first it was necessary to demolish the works on the south bank, and this 
was accomplished by our artillery, and by a handful of sailors who 
crossed the river under fire and spiked the guns. The whole force now 
operated between the causeway and the river, upon the proper left of the 
intrenchment; the British having the right, the French the left. The 
artillery of the allies again cleared the way, silencing the guns of the enemy 
in a very short time. Then the infantry came into play, and the 60th Rifles, 
finding a dam across the ditch, rushed over it, Lieutenant Shaw being the 
first man in. Ten minutes afterwards the French, who had to construct a 
bridge under fire, also dashed into the fort, Colonel Schmidtz at their head. 
Again we had suffered but little loss. 


THE STORMING AND CAPTURE OF THE TAKU FORTS, 

Tang-Kow was now occupied ; but the main business had yet to be done, 
and six days were consumed in preparations. The Chinese sent in a flag of 
truce with the evident object of gaining time, but the bait did not take, and 
hostilities were resumed. In the interval a serious question had been debated 
by the French and English Generals. General Montauban was in favour of 
crossing the river and assailing the southern forts from the rear, and part of 
his force actually were transported to the other side. But Sir Hope Grant 
maintained that the great northern fort was the key of the position. It lies 
on the north bank just below the loop in the river, and it commands the oppo- 
site bank entirely, so that an enemy on that side could not live under the fire 
of guns from the north. Sir Hope Grant prevailed, 

The work was strong, and surrounded by deep wet ditches strewn with 
stakes and crowsfeet. On the 2ist it was attacked by the allies—the English 
this time taking the right and the French the left. As before, the allied 
artillery, especially the Armstrong, soon silenced the enemy’s guns and blew 
up their magazines; but the Chinese gunners and the Tartars did not shrink, 
but fought it out valiantly as long as they could possibly stand. Then ensued 
a most exciting interval. Our pontoons for crossing the ditch proved to be 
too heavy, and therefore to be useless. The men of the 44th, waiting for a 
bridge, fought up to their middle in water right under the parapets of the 
fort, and finally, after great endurance, headed by Lieutenant Rogers, they 
had to wade, struggle, and swim through the water, the 67th doing the same. 
But lodged on the berm, or narrow sill running round the outside of 
the parapets, they had no means of getting up, for the ladders 
were thrown down. The French, who had crossed on bamboo bridges, 
which the gallant coolies, standing in the water chin-deep, supported, were 
also on the berm. The soldiers of the two nations were now striving in 
desperate rivalry who should be first in—Lieutenant Rogers, of the 44th, being 
only a minute after Jean Fauchard, a French drummer. The Chinese still 
fought with great resolution, but the allies crowded over the wall, Captain 
Prynne sitting astride and handing the menover; the drawbridge was cut, 
the troops crossed, and the place was won. There were brilliant feats of arms, 
and some of the exploits certainly deserve the Victoria Cross, The lower 
northern fort was captured without a blow, and in the night the south forts 
were given up and occupied. Sang-ko-lin-sin is reported to have fled to Pekin 
with a hundred followers. 

Tien-Tsin was occupied by part of the army on the 25th, and the remainder 
were to follow at once. Thus we made good our entrance into the Tien-Tsin- 
Ho, and again stood in Tien-Tsin itself. 





OFFICIAL ACCOUNTS OF THE CAPTURE OF THE TAKU FORTS. 


An Extraordinary Gazette, published on Monday morning, contains two 
despatches from Lieutenant-General Sir J. Hope Grant, K.C.B., commanding 
the forcesin China ; and from Major-General Sir J. Michel, and Major-General Sir 
R. Napier. Inthe capture of Tang-Kow the French, says his Excellency, showed 
“great gallantry.” Our losses were very slight, “ owing to the enemy being 
completely paralysed by the superior fire of our artjllery.” Sir John Michel 
had a horse killed under him. ‘The storming and capture of the Taku Forts 
is thus described :— 

“ HEAD-QUARTERS, TANG-KOW August 24, 1860. 

I have the honour to report that, after the capture of Tang-kow on the 
14th inst., I commenced bringing up siege-guns and ammunition from 
Pehtang with a view to the reduction of the uppermost fort on the left bank 
of the Peiho, distant about two miles from Tang-Kow. 

The ground upon which it was necessary to advance was mostly of a very 
difficult nature, and intersected with broad and deep canals used in the 
manufacture of salt. 

I placed Major-General Sir R. Napier in charge of the advance, his division 
being quarteredin Tang-Kow. Under his superintendence bridges were thrown 
over these ditches and canals by Lieutenant-Colonel Mann, commanding Royal 
Engineers ; and heavy guns (two 32-pounder guns, two 8-inch howitzers, 
three 8-inch mortars, three 54-inch mortars), with a good supply of ammuni- 
tion, having been brought into Tang-Kow, the 67th Regiment and an Armstrong 
battery were pushed forward on the evening of the 19th to within 2000 yards, 
to cover the working parties making roads, bridges, &c. On the 20th the road 

to within 800 yards of the fort, batteries were traced, 


of the following day. The Chinese opened fire during the day, and were 


| replied to by Captain Milward’s Armstrong guns, at 2000 yards’ range, with 


effect, and the firing gradually ceased. 

During the night batteries were constructed for the heavy guns and 
mortars, and for one field battery, also for two 8-inch guns, which wer< 
brought up by great exertions from Pehtang during the night; and th 
whole were placed in position by daybreak of the 21st of August. 

It had been arranged with the Admirals that the gun-boats should cross 
the bar that morning, and should engage the outer north fort, and the flank 
of the outer south fort, at the same time that the attack on the inner north 
fort was commenced by the land forces. 

At five a.m., however, the Chinese opened fire upon our troops from all 


| their forts within range, and we were thus forced to reply an hour earlier than 


had been intended. 

The artillery was disposed as follows:—A French 24-pounder battery of 
six pieces, one English 8-inch gun and two Armstrongs, played on the inner 
south fort to keep down the fire they might otherwise have poured on our 
right flank. Two Armstrong guns and two 9-pounders fired from Tang-Kow 
across the river at an intrenchment which flanked the French right; three

The field guns were all advanced to within 500 yards of the fort, and 
redoubled their efforts. 

The fire of the forts having almost entirely ceased, a breach was commenced 


' near the gate, and a portion of the storming party was advanced to within 
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thirty yards to open a musketry fire, the French infantry being on the right» 
the English on the left. 

The fire of our artillery being thus partially compelled to slacken, the 
enemy emerged from thier cover, and opened a heavy fire of musketry on 
our troops. é , 

The French, under General Collinean, immediately pushed on to the salient 
next the river, crossed the wet ditches in the most gallant manner, and esta- 
blished themselves on the berm, from whence they endeavoured to escalade the 
walls ; this, however, they were unable to effect, from the vigorous resistance 
of the Chinese. 

The efforts of the Sappers to lay down the pontoon bridge were unavailing ; 
no less than fifteen ef the men carrying it being knocked over in one instant, 
and one of the pontoons destroyed.’ ~ 

At this juncture Sir R. Napier caused the two howitzers of Captain Govan’s 
battery to be brought up to within fifty yards of the gate, in order more 
speedily to ercate a breach, and a space sufficient to admit one man had just 
been made when our storming party (now joined by the head-quarters’ wing 
of 67th, under Colonel Knox), who had partly crossed by the French’ bridge 
and partly swum over, forced their way in a single file in the most gallant 
manner, Lieutenant Rogers, 44th Regiment, and Lieutenant Burslem, 67th 
Regiment, being the first to enter, when they, assisted in the regimental 
colours of the 67th, carried by Ensign Chaplin, who first planted them on the 
breach (assisted by Private Lane, 67th Regiment), and subsequently on the 
cavalier, which he was the first to mount. At the same moment the French 
effected their entrance, and the garrison was driven back step by step, and 
hurled pellmell through the embrasures on the opposite side. 

Here the same obstacles which had impeded our advance obstructed their 
retreat; in addition to two wet ditches and two belts of pointed bamboo 
stakes there was swampy ground, and a third ditch ard bank. 

The storming parties opened a destructive fire on them from the cavalier, 
and this was enhanced by the cannister fire of Captain Govan’s guns, which 
had been moved to the left of the fort for this purpose. 

The ground outside the fort was literally strewn with the enemy's dead and 
wounded ; three of the Chinese were impaled on the stakes. A few fugitives 
reached the outer north fort, which opened fire to cover their retreat, and 
was answered by the Armstrong guns with good effect. 

About an hour after this the whole of the forts on both sides of the river 
hauled down their war banners, and hoisted flags of truce. General Montauban 
and I sent each an officer to ask their meaning, and summon them to surren- 
der, but they only received an evasive and insolent reply, and were defied to 
come on to the attack. 

Accordingly two fresh regiments—the 3rd Buffs and the 8th Punjaub 
Infantry—having been brought up, I advanced to attack the outer north fort. 
Two 8-inch guns were placed in position against it; the other siege-guns 
could not be bronght up. The fieid batteries were placed at 809 yards’ range 
on an are encircling the left and front, the French guns on our right. Not a 
shot was fired by the enemy, and the allied infantry pushed on, crossed the 
ditches, and scaled the walls, without meeting any opposition, the garrison of 
2000 men being made prisoners. 

This fort was stronger than the first. They are all constructed on the same 
plan, being redoubts with a thick rampart heavily armed with guns and wall- 
pieces, and having a high cavalier facing seawards, the guns of which were all 
turned in towards us. They have two unfordable wet ditches, between which 
and the parapet sharp bamboo stakes were thickly planted, forming two belts, 
each about fifteen feet wide, round the fort, an abattis encircling the whole, and 
further covered by pieces of water, which force an advance to be made only on 
a narrow front. 

Towards evening the garrisons of the south forts were observed to be 
evacuating them, and detachments of English and French were passed over 
in ships’ boats, and occupied them. There is not now the trace of an enemy 
near us, and the whole of the forts and intrenched camps are in our hands, 
containing about four hundred guns, many of which are of very large 
calibre. 

It is difficult to account for the confusion and uncertainty which seemed to 
pervade the enemy when the first fort fell; but it now appears that the 
General in command was killed, and the second in command either killed or 
missing ; and the confusion caused by this, together with the severe lesson 
received in the first fort, rendered them incapable or unwilling of further 
resistance. 

I cannot conclude this despatch without expressing my sense of the very 
valuable services of Major-Genera] Sir Robert Napier, who conducted the 
attack, and whose assistance has been most useful. 

The service of the artillery under Brigadier-General Crofton was most 
excellent ; its effects I have already described. 

The engineering operations were conducted by Licutenant-Colonel Mann ; 
and, lastly, I must bring to notice the gallant conduct of the storming party, 
which was commanded by Brigadier Reeves, who, himself severely wounded in 
three places, did not quit the field until he had conducted his men into the fort. 

The wounded were removed as soon as possible into Tang-Kow, where every 
arrangement for their temporary reception was made by Dr. Muir, the 
principal medical officer. 

Many others, both officers and soldiers, behaved in a manner deserving of 
being mentioned ; but want of time does not permit me to treat of it in this 
despatch, and on a future occasion I shall do myself the honour of bringing 
their names to your notice. 

I would also wish to inform her Majesty's Government how cordially and 
sincerely our French allies have co-operated with us, as well as the admiration 
I feel for their gallant conduct in the field. 

General de Montauban has always shown every disposition to act thoroughly 
in concert with me, and to co-operate in every mannerin his power. 

The services of the gun-boats will doubtless be brought to notice by the 
Naval Commander-in-Chief, and I beg here to record what a valuable and 
efficient colleague I have found in Admiral Hope, whose unwearying exertions 
throughout the whole campaign, and in discharging the onerous duties of 
transporting this large force to the seat of war, have contributed greatly to the 
success of the operations, 











Gencral de Montauban, in a despatch to his Excellency the French Minister 

of War, thus summarises the results of the brief but effective campaign :— 
“Camp of Sin-Ho, August 24, 

** On the 12th and lith of August, combats that expel the Tartar army from 
its positions, and deliver up to us his intrenched camps. On the Il7th a 
bridge thrown, under the fire of the enemy, across the Peiho. Jamin’s 
brigade firmly establishes itself on the right bank. On the 2Ist, after a very 
strenuous resistance, we took by storm the most important fort of Taku. 
Disabled, 200 French, 250 English; only one officer killed. Killed, found 
before the fort, 1000 Tartars, amongst whom the General-in-Chief. All the 
other forts surrender in succession. On the same evening a capitulation that 
delivers up to us the whole country as far as Tien-Tsin, 600 bronze guns of 
very large calibre, and an enormous amount of stores, The Ambassadors 
repair to Tien-Tsin, where the Chinese commissioners are waiting to treat 
with them. The allied army forms en échelon behind them on the way. The 
Generals and Admirals are also going there with an escort. The sanitary 
state is very good.” 

Lord Elgin and Baron Gros were at Tien-Tsin according to the latest intel 
ligence, and were shortly to start for Pekin, where the Chinese Government 
had promised to receive them honourably. Lord Elgin would be escorted, it 
was believed, by the cavalry brigade, consisting of three hundred men of the 
King’s Dragoon Guards, Stirling's Artillery, and Fane and Probyn’s Horse. 
In the latest of Lord Elgin’s despatches, written at Tien-Tsin on the 26th of 
August, his Lordship incloses some communications from Chinese function- 
aries, and adds :—*‘ A perusal of these various documents will, I think, satisfy 
your Lordshiy that the Emperor of China desires peace, although he has not 
yet quite made up his mind to concede all that I am instructed to demand. 
His reluctance to do so will no doubt be surmounted in due time.” We may 
consequently hope that there will be a speedy termination to the costly war in 
which we have been engaged with the Chinese Government. 








The Evening Classes held at King’s College have commenced 
their fifth session, with every prospect of success, for the classes, at the end of 
the first fortnight, count upwards of 460 students. Seven new classes have 
been formed—in botany, experimental physics, zoology, mechanics, Anglo- 
Saxon, Dutch, and Spanish. 

Prince Gortschakoff, a Lieutenant in the regiment of Dragoons 
of the Russian Body-guard, and Captain Schak, of the Staff, have been 
degrade’ and reduced to the ranks by sentence of a court martial—the former 
for having killed Lieutenant Baron Vittinghoff in a duel, and the latter for 
having acted as second in the affair.

DEATH OF THE ASSAILANT OF THE PRINCE OF WALES.— 
The New York Daily Tribnue of Thursday, October 18, states that Edward 
Muncane, the poor crazy English sailor who made the disturbance as Lord 
Renfrew was riding down Fifth Avenue on Friday morning, and was dis- 
charged by Justice Connolly, died on Tuesday (October 16), at Belleyue Hos- 
pital. He was arrested on Saturday for being intoxicated, and was delivered 
to the Commissioners of Public Charities. An attack of deliriam tremens 
followed, and he was sent to the hospital, where his disorder proved fatal. 


LETTERS FOR NorwAy.—The following official notice has 
been issued by order of the Postmaster-General :—“ Inférmation having 
been received that the packet communication between Denmark and Norway 
has ceased for the winter, the mails for Norway will be forwarded throu 4 
Sweden until further notice. During the period of the conveyance of these mails 
vid Sweden the ‘rate of postage upon letters addressed to Norway will be 
is. 5d, the half-ounce, and so on, according to the scale for charging inland 
letters. This rate comprises both the British and foreign s on letters 
addressed to Norway, and constitutes the whole charge to the place of their 
destination ; and it may be either paid in advance or the letters may be for- 
warded unpaid, at the option of the sender; except, however, in the case of 
registered letters, the postage upon which, as well as the registration fee, must 
te paid in advance.” 
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AL CHAIR OF MARTIN, KING OF ARRAGON. 
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THE magnificent chair, of solid silver, represented in our Engraving, 
is one of the most carefully-preserved curiosities in the Spanish city of 
Barcelona, Tradition records it to have been the seat of Don Martin, 
King of Arragon. This Monarch, when apprised of his succession t° 
the throne of John I., was absent in Sicily, engaged in the suppression 
of a rebellion which had broken out in that island, where his son and 
daughter-in-law reigned. 

After the subjugation of the Sicilians and the re-establishment of his 
son’s authority Don Martin returned to take possession of his newly- 
acquired kingdom. He landed at Barcelona in the year 1397, and at 
the splendid festivals given to commemorate his accession the seat 
before us formed his throne of state. 


A PARLIAMENTARY ReELIc.—Few names are cherished more 
proudly by “Old Westminsters” than that of William Pulteney, Ear] 
of Bath, whose career, till he accepted the peerage, was one of almost 
unexampled brilliancy, He was an admirable scholar, a great debater— 
perhaps the greatest of his day—and the untiring opponent of Sir 
Robert Walpole, and the man tojwhom, more than to any ony one else, the 
final overthrow of thnt remarkable Minister is due. In connection with 
their antagonism isa curious and amusing story, not “generally known.” 
During a fierce debate in the House of Commons Walpole disputed 
the correctness of a quotation from Horace, which Pulteney had intro- 
duced, Pulteney insisted upon the accuracy of his version, and 
wagered Walpole a guinea that he was right. Walpole accepted the 
bet; a Horace was sent “for from the library, and, pending the 
settlement of this momentous question, it is said that the debate 
was suspended, and party vehemence allayed. On referring to the 

assage. Pulteney’s memory was proved to have served him 

t, whereupon Walpole a guinea to him across the 
Treasury bench, This guinea, of the date 1740—the year before 
Walpole’s Administration was broken up—is preserved in the coin- 
room of the British Museum, accompanied with the following note in 
Pulteney’s handwriting :—“ This guinea I desire may be kept as an 
heirloom. It was won of Sir Robert Walpole in the House of 
Commons, he asserting the verse in Horace to be ‘ Nulli pallescere 
culpee,’ whereas I laid the wager of a guinea that it was ‘Nulla 
allescere culpa.’ He sent for the book, and, being convinced that he 
ad lost, gave me this guinea, I told him I could take the money 
without any blush on my side, but believed it was the only money he 
ever gave in that house where the giver and the receiver ought not 
equally to blush. This guinea I hope will prove to my posterity the 
use of knowing Latin, and encourage them in their learning.”

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 

FERNS AND THEIR TISSUES are elucidated by Dr. G. Ogilvie 
in the Annals of Naturui /listory, His paper is aided by engravings of beau- 
tifal microscopical appearances. He refers especially to a brown-coloured 
principle very extensively distributed in the organisation of this order of plants. 


THE DicHRoéscorpe — a translation of Professor Dove's 
description of his new apparatus for represe:ting optical interferences and 
phenomena connected with the polarisation of light — appears in the 
Philosophical Magazine. 

ALUMINIUM has been employed by M. Bing in the place of 
platinum in a Grove’s voltaic battery. The exciting liquid is composed of 
10 parts of nitric acid, 1 part of sulpharic acid, and 1 part of water. The 
experiment, which was very entisfactory, lasted twenty days, The current 
remained sensibly constant till the twelfth day.—Journal de Pharmacie. 


THE CHEMICAL SocrETy.—The new number of the journal 
contains the conclusion of Professor Frankland's discourse on “‘ Organo-metalic 
Bodies,” and Dr. Gladstone's discourse on “ Circular Polarization.” The most 
remarkable of the other papers is Professor Kirchhoff and Bunsen's account of 
their mode of “ Chemical Analysis by Spectrum Observations” (with a coloured 
plate). This mode of analysis has been recently applied to various London 
waters by the Messrs. A. and F, Dupré, who by its use have been enabled te 
detect in them two new constituente—the metals strontium and lithium, A 
note of their experiments appears in the Philosophical Magazine. 


THE CLASSIFICATION OF ELECTRO-MAGNETS,—Up to 1850 
only two s of electro-magnets were known —the rectilinear and the 
bifurcated. Since then M. Nickles has made known three others—the trifur- 
cated, the paracircular, and the circular. Subsequent researches have led him 
to the discovery of a series of new facts concerning the laws and properties of 
electro-magnets, which he has just published. Le has laid before the French 
Academy of Sciences a resumé of his labours, with a table of the various 
subdivisions which he thinks may be made in classifying these valuable appa- 
ratus, 


THE POLARISATION OF LIGHT BY DIFFUSION has been 
made the subject of experiment by M. Govi. He has employed sensible 
With 
incense the plane of polarisation turned suddenly at 90 deg.—Comptes Rend. 


VEGETABLE PHyYSIOLOGY,— M, Frémy has lately been 
engaged in chemical researches upon the latex (the saccharine juices), and the 
cambium theviscid liquor which separates the alburnum, or sapwood, from the 
liber or outer bark of plants. His experiments upon different plants, and 
different parts of plants, have given him liquids all having the same chemical 
characters. Some of these liquids when heated become a white mass like the 
white of egg or the serum of the blood, &c., while a trace of nitric acid or 
tannin coaguiates them. When the albuminous latex is extracted from the 
lactiferous vessels it may undergo a true coagulation and form a species of 
membrane. This coagulation is often formed on the edges of wounds ia 
vegetables. The object of M. Frémy's communication to the French Academy 
on the subject is to prove that the elaborated and descending juice of the piavt 
is probably a mixture of different liquids, one part of which determines the 
vegetable excretions ; the other part serving for organisation. 

Mr. DARWIN'S THEORY ON THE ORIGIN OF SPECIES is 
still the subject of warm discussion in the scientific world. It is vigorously 
opposed in the leading critical journal of the United States, the Norté 
American Review, but is boldly adopted by the eminent American naturalist, 
Dr. Asa Gray. A writer in the Annals of Natural History says that a friend 
of his who accepts the new doctrine confeesad that for a long while a cold 
chill came over him whenever he thought of the eye. Eventuaily, however, 
he got over it, and was now in the fever of belief. The writer says that he 
himself dreads the chill, and has misgivings about the reaction. 

PRIZE FOR AN Essay ON SEAWEDDS.—Sir W. C, Trevelyan 
has placed at the disposal of the Council of the Society of Arts the sum of 
£100, to be awarded as a prize for the best essay “* On the Applications of the 
Marine Algez and their Products as Food or Medicine for Man and Domestic 
Animals, or for Dyeing and other manufacturing purposes.” ‘The essays must 
be the results of original research, not mere compilations, and must he 
accomprnied by a series of specimens illustrative of the best modes of collec’ 
ing and preserving them, and be sent in before December 31 next. 


Dr, ALFRED 8, TAYLOR, the eminent toxicological chemist, and 
author of standard works on Poisons and Medical Jurisprudence, has com- 











; menced in the Pharmaceutical Journal a paper “ On the Facts and Fallacics 


Connected with the Research for Arsenic and Antimony,” with suggestions for 
a method of separating these poisons from organic matter. A detailed accou.t 
is first given of the process of Marsh, which consists in the conversion of the 
ordinary compounds of arsenic into arseniuretted hydrogen gas; and the pro- 
cess of Reinsch, who detected arsenic in commercial hydrochloric acid by 
immersing in it a piece of copper. The errors that may arise in these procese>s 
are also pointed out. 


A NEw GAs GENERATOR is described and figured by Mr. G, 
Gore in the Philosophical Magazine. Ue considers the chief advantage of the 
apparatus to consist in the convenience with which it may be suddenly weed 
for lecture purposes, &c. He has employed it for preparing hydrogen, carbon 'c 
acid, and sulphuretted hydrogen. 


THE SELF-REGISTERING TIDE-GAUGE, invented by the late 
Mr. John Newman, of Regent-street, is figured and described in the Nau!cué 
Magazine, It consists of a cylinder made to revolve on its axis once in twen‘y- 
four hours by the action of aclock. By means of a float and other apparatus 
a line is traced on prepared paper, showing the exact state of the tide con- 
tinuously, without requiring further attention than changing the paper acd 
keeping the pencil pointed. This tide-gauge,it is stated, is now in action ia 
several parts of the world, silently and faithfully performing its duty, the 
results of which will be extremely beneficial in the construction of tide-tablcs. 


“ THE STARRY GALILEO AND HIS WoES” form the subject 
of an interesting article (quere, by Sir David Brewster?) in the new number 
of the North British Review. The charges against Galileo are duly examined, 
and M. Biot’s account of his visit to the Vatican, and consequent depreciation 
of the character of Galileo, are very severely criticised. The reviewer considers 
that he has absolved Galileo from the odious charge of having ridiculed and 
insulted his friend Pope Urban VIII., and that he has also defended the Pope 
from the still heavier charge of having, under the influence of personal revenge, 
compassed the ruin of his friend; but has not excused cither the great 
astronomer for his ingratitude to Barberini, or his judges for condemning 
demonstrated truth. 

THE CUTTING ANTS OF TEXAS.—In the Proceedings of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences at Philadelphia Mr. Buckley describes these movt 
destructive insects. They burrow extensively under ground, and form 
chambers generally from ten to twelve feet, sometimes eighteen feet deep ; 
the upper cells being seldom nearer the surface than eighteen inches. These 
have avenues four to five inches in diameter by which the ants convey their 
stores of barley, &c. Sometimes these ants tunnel beneath a stream to pct 
into a garden. When their dens become foul, or are injured by heavy rains, 
millions emigrate en masse, Mr. Buckley saw multitudes on the banks of the 
Colorado river, going up hill bearing fragments of leaves and berries, marc'i- 
ing like an army with banners. Great is the damage they do by destroying 
trees and vegetables. They will «trip afruit-tree of leaves in a night. Atternpts 
to exterminate them by fumigating their dens have failed. The only effectual 
method is to dig, and kill the females and young. This isso expensive that it 
is only resorted to near a garden or dwelling ; and, as these ants are scattered 
throughout Western and Central Texas, they will probably never be extermi 
nated by man.—Annals of Natural Histery.

A superb horseman, he outstripped his companions in his 
Canadian gallops; a good shot, he bagged more prairie chickens than the 
messieurs of his suite; enthusiastic in the ball-room, he was the admiration 
of all the votaries of Terpsichore who were witnesses of his boyish but we '!- 
regulated delight; princely in his liberality, he always did the right thing at 
the proper time, and left everywhere, where humble service was required, 
striking proofs of a thoughtful munificence.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 


EARL MANVERS. 
Earl Manvers, Viscou®* 
Newark and Baron 


Hardolph Eyre, 
Esq., of Grove, Notts, by 
. : whom (who survives him) 
he has had two sons—namely, Charles Evelyn, Viscount Newark, who 
married Emily, daughter of Atherton, and died in 1850, having 
had by her (who died in 1851) no issue; and Sydney William Herbert, 
Viscount Newark, the Earl's successor; and two daughters—viz., Mary 
Frances, married, in 1845, to Edward Christopher Egerton, Esq., M.P., 
brother of Egerton, of Tatton; and Annora Charlotte, married, 
in 1853,to Charles Watkyn Williams Wynn, Exq., M.-P. Lord Manvers 
died on the 30th ult., and is succeeded by his only surviving son, Sydney 
William Herbert, Viscount Newark, now third 1 Manvi who was 
born in 1825, and married, in 1852, Georgina Jane Elizabeth Fanny, 
second daughter of the Duke de Coigny, and has two s0ns and a daughter. 
The next brother of the Earl Manvers jast was the late Right Hon. 
Henry Manvers Pierrepont, P.C. British Ministry at the Court of Denmark. 
This family, originally Medows, assumed the surname of Pierrepont on suc- 
ceeding to the estates of the last Duke of Kingston, and was raised to a barony 
and viscountcy in 179¢, and to an earldom in 1816. 


ADMIRAL NAPIER. 

Sir Charles Napier, of Merchistoun House, Hants, K.C.B., Admiral of the 
Blue, Count Cape St. Vincent, and Grandee of the first class in Portugal, Grand 
Cross of the Portuguese Order of the Tower and Sword, and Knight of the 
Orders of Maria-Theresa of Austria, of the Rel Eagle of Prussia, and 
of St. George of Russia, M.P. for Southwark, one of the most eminent 
seamen of his time, was the eldest son of Charles Napier, Esq., of 
Merchistoun Hall, in the county of Stirling, Captain in the Royal Navy, 

his second wife Christian, daughter of Gabriel Hamilton, Esq.. of 
estburn, in the county of Lanark, and was the grandson of Francis, Lord 
Napier, and the cousin of the illustrious brothers Lieutenant-General Sir 
Charles James Napier, G.C.B., General Sir George Thomas Napier, K.C.B., 
and Lieutenant-General Sir William Francis Napier, K.C.B, He was born on 
the 6th of March, 1786, at the house of his father, and, entering the Royal 
Navy in 1799 as a first-class volunteer on board the Martin sloop-of-war, was 
employed in the North Sea. He was removed in the early part of the ensuing 
year to the Renown, 74, the flagship of Sir John Borlase Warren, and he 
accompanied an expedition to Ferrol, and afterwards to the Mediterranean. 
In 1805 he was Lieutenant of the Couwrageur, which formed part of the 
squadron under Sir John Borlase Warren, at the capture, in 1806, of the 
Marengo, the flagship of Admiral Linois, and the Selle Poule frigate. 
On the 17th of July, 1808, havi been present at the reduction of 
the Danish islands 8t. Thomas St. Croix, Napier assisted, in the 
boats of the Farn sloop, at the cutting out of a Spanish merchantman lying at 
Puerta Rico, under the protection of two batteries, the guns of one of which 
he spiked. In August of the same year he commanded the Recruit brig, of 
eighteen guns, in which he fought a smart action with the Diligente, a French 
corvette of twenty-two guns, which, after he had had his mainmast shot away, 
many of his carronates dismounted, some of his men killed, and himself 
wounded, he succeeled in putting to fight. In this contest, although his 
thigh was broken by a shot, he refuse] to leave the deck until the enemy was 
out of sight. In February, 1809, he assisted at the reduction of Martinique, 
where he made short work of the siege, for, with only five mm, he scaled the 
walls, and in open day planted the unionjack upon the ramparts of Fort 
Edward. In the ensuing April he assisted Sir Alexander Cochrane in a chase 
of three ships of the line, which lasted upwards of two days, and which ter- 
minated in the capture of the Haupolt, 74. He was made a Post Captain on 
the 22nd of May, 1809, After performing many brilliant services his 
thip, the Euryalus, was paid off in June, 1815, and on the 4th of that month 
he was nominated a C.B. Napier was, after a long lapse, called into action 
again in 1829, when he was employed on particular service on the coast of 
Portugal in the Galatea, In 1833 he commanded Don Pedro's fleet, and the naval 
victory he won secured the crown for Don Pedro's daughter, Donna Maria, In 
1839, Ca n Napier, second in command, under Sir R. Stopford, of the fleet 
employed on the coast of Syria, effected a landing at D’Journie at the head of 
1500 Turks and British marines, and in this his first operation on the Syrian 
coast he displayed indefatigable zeal. On the 2nd of November, 1840, he 
nasisted at the of Acre. Both in land as well as sea operations he proved 
himself thoroughly effective. After the reduction of Acre he concluded an 
advantageous convention with Mehemet Ali. In acknowledgment of his 
conduct he was created a Knight Commander of the Bath on the 4th of 
December, 1849. He was also included in the thanks of Parliament to the 
Commander-in-Chief and his subordinates. He was appointed Rear-Admiral 
of the Blue, and held for two years the command of the Channel Fleet. After

The tenantry of the Earl of Devon’s estate have presented a 
full-length portrait of the hon. gentleman to Mr. Kekewich, M.P., who has for 
twenty-five years been receiver for the property. 

There is to be a grand exhibition of Italian pictures in 
Florence next summer, in aid of which the chief Italian cities are to contribute 
large sums of money.

A company formed at St. Petersburg for building dwellings 
for the poorer classes have, during the three years since its formation, con- 
structed houses containing accommodation for 200 families. 

The Lords of her Majesty’s Treasury have constituted 
Middlesborough an independent port. This arrangement is to take effect on 
the Ist of January, 1861. 

The Stamford Mercury states that a committee has heen 
formed for the purpose of raising a fund to erect a monument to the memory 
of the late Sir Harry Smith in hien ative town.

Mr. Lings, of Manchester, has been elected to the office of 
Librarian of the Free Library, in Constitution-hill, Birmingham. Mr. Lings 
has had nine years’ experience of the working of the system in Manchester. 


The unhappy woman, Gowland, alias Sutton, who murdered 
her two children at Bradford, and afterwards inflicted a severe gash upon her 
own throat, died at the Bradford Infirmary yesterday weck. 


Mr. George Ridley, M.P for Newcastle-on-Tyne, has been 
appointed one of the Copyhold Inclosure Commissioners, in the room of Mr. 
Blamire, resigned. 

The Pope’s “Irish Brigade” returned home to Cork yesterday 
week, and to Dublin on Saturday, where they were harangued by the Rev. 
Canon Pope. They were received at both places with shouts by the people. 
There was an extraordinary flood at Solva, Pembrokeshire, 
yesterday week. The waters broke down from the mountains and nearly 
overflowed the place, occasioning considerable damage. 

A Turkish journal, edited by Turks, has just made its appear- 
ance at Constantinople, under the designation of Zhe Translator of Events, The 
editors are said to be men of progress, and imbued with European ideas.

ike England they are serviceable, 

but no one heard of their gaining 
a battle, or turning the tide of a 
battle ; it is the masses that do the 
work; it is the solidity, as the 
French call it, of the British Arm 
that makes then invincible, and, 
therefore, you should study to be 
troops of position. I am much 
gratified, indeed, with what I have 
seen, and if I were to speak for a 
week I should not sufficiently express my wonder at the steadiness you 
haveshown.” General Sir R. Wetherell then called for three cheers for 
the Duke of Devonshire, the reviewing officer acting as fugleman, 
Three times three hearty cheers were given by all the forces on the 
ground, the volunteers from other counties joining most heartily in the 
general chorus. Three cheers were then given for Sir R. Wetherall, 
who, accompani by the Duke of Devonshire, the Marquis of 
Harrington (who commanded), and the Staff, then left the ground 
amidst the cheers of spectators and the booming of cannon. 

The fifteen companies of volunteer infantry were divided into three 
battalions. The first battalion consisted of the 1st and 4th Derby, 
Derby Artisans, Chaddesden, Butterley, Belper, and Erewash Valley 
co! ies. The second battalion included the Sudbury, Ashborne, 
and Wirksworth companies, The third battalion embraced the Ches- 
terfield, Buxton, Chapel-en-le-Frith, Bakewell, and Matlock com- 
panies, The Chesterfield Mounted Corps is the only Mounted Volun- 
teers in Derbyshire, and the 11th in Great Britain.
